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PREFACE 


THE chronicle here printed is not an entirely new discovery. It 
was used by Stow in the later editions of the Annals, and an extract 
made by Francis Thynne, the friend of Stow, of the portion describ- 
ing the Peasants’ Rising, now MS. Stowe 1047, was printed by Mr. 
G. M. Trevelyan in the English Historical Remew, xii, 509-522 
(1898). The great historical value of the chronicle, so character- 
istically grasped by Stow, eluded further detection, even at the 
hands of the Historical Manuscripts Commission which examined 
it, until in 1920 it came under the eyes of my friend Mr. Robin 
Flower of the British Museum. Mr. Flower, after only a brief 
examination, was much impressed with its worth and mentioned it 
to me. Thynne’s transcript had borne the heading (I quote Mr. 
Trevelyan) ‘ out of an anominalle cronicle belonginge to the abbey 
of St. Maries in Yorke,’ and this suggested the possibility that it 
was the original MS. used by Stow. By the courtesy of the owner, 
Sir William Ingilby, Bart., I was allowed to see the MS., and found 
that this was indeed the case. 

A word should, perhaps, be added about the title of the book. 
Among students of the Rising of 1381 Thynne’s extract had been 
generally, if colloquially, referred to as the Anominalle chronicle. 
A study of Stowe MS. 1047 persuaded me, after some hesitation, 
that Thynne wrote or meant to write Anonimalle: and I have 
been fortified in this slight difference of opinion with Mr. Trevelyan 
by the following entry in the New English Dictionary : 

ANONYMAL, obs. rare. [f. Gr. avwvup-os (or its L. a. andnym-us) 

+ -aL], Anonymous. 
1586, Thynne in Animadv. Introd. 89, Other anonymall Chronicles. 
1662, Fuller, Worthies, uu, 155, And take the original thereof out 
of an anonymal croniclering manuscript. 
In retaining Thynne’s title my motive has been partly to suggest 
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the connection with the widely-known portion printed by Mr. 
Trevelyan, and partly to associate permanently with the chronicle 
the names of Stow and Thynne, who first understood its value and 
used it. 

Having ventured to say in the Introduction (p. xix.) that the 
MS. has not been used by historians since Stow’s time, I was 
momentarily shaken by a quotation which Professor Tout lately 
showed me in Dugdale’s Origines juridicales (1671). 

“ Now that there is nothing but tradition left to us cannot seem 
strange, considering what spoil Wat Tyler, with his fellow rebells 
made here, in 4 Ric. 2 by destroying and burning their books and 
records as an old annal’ [margin, ‘ Olim abbath. 8. Mariae Ebor. 
spectans ’] telleth us in the law French of that time; scil.— Les 
rebells alleront a le Temple & jetteront les measons a le terre, & 
avegheront tighles, issint que ils fairont coverture en mal array’ 
(p. 145). If this passage and the rest of Dugdale’s quotation (here 
omitted) be compared with the MS. reading (below p. 141) it will 
be seen that Dugdale has omitted the essential word sans before 
coverture. As Thynne’s version also omits sans, I think there can 
be no doubt that Dugdale used only the transcript and not the 
original MS. 

I cannot forbear to add my conviction that the chronicle is of 
first-rate importance for the history of the fourteenth century. 
In the first place, it tells us a great deal that is new about a period 
for which the chronicle sources are notoriously scanty and bad. 
Secondly, it is in French—a more living and expressive language 
than the ordinary Latin of the period. Thirdly, it provides a 
really important narrative of the critical years 1376-1381, free 
from the bad influences of that St. Albans school of chroniclers, 
which has unconsciously biassed most modern work. It should 
thus provide the incentive for a fresh study of the period as a whole, 
in spite of its bad chronology, its many inaccuracies, and the diff- 
culties regarding its sources. On this last question, indeed, it 
suggests—contrary to what I believe is the common presumption— 
that a considerable body of contemporary literature on which it is 
based, is no longer extant. 

There are many people who have helped me, whom I should like 
to thank. I am, in the first place, exceedingly indebted to Sir 
William Ingilby not only for permission to print the chronicle, but 
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also for giving me every facility in producing the book. In particular, 
I am grateful to him for most kindly depositing the chronicle at 
the Public Record Office for my use, for two long periods, together 
amounting to years. His kindness has thus given me the opportunity, 
which I trust I have taken, of printing a text which is at any rate 
strictly faithful to the original MS. Secondly, I have to express my 
gratitude to the Council of the British Academy, which by a generous 
financial grant has greatly facilitated the publication of the book. 

Like so many before me, I owe special thanks to Mr. H. M. 
McKechnie for the patient care he has devoted to the proofs. In 
the preparation of the text I have received much help from Madame 
Fawtier, Miss Mildred Pope, and Mr. Charles Johnson. To the 
latter my thanks are also due for almost daily help with all the 
problems that beset the editor of a ‘medieval MS. Miss Maude 
Clarke, of Somerville College, has read a large portion of the 
proof, and I have to thank her for pointing out many slips 
and some blunders. Mr. Robin Flower has often helped me with 
particular problems, and I have a similar obligation to the late 
Mr. C. L. Kingsford, whose recent death is such a great loss to 
the study of the later Middle Ages. To my friend Mr. 8S. O. 
Moffet, Librarian of the University College of South Wales, I am 
much indebted for permission to make use of his unprinted study 
of that part of the chronicle printed by Mr. Trevelyan. To 
Professor James Tait I owe most of all. He has read the whole 
book, and has given me assistance and advice at every turn. To 
Professor Tout—as indeed to Professor Tait—I owe thanks far 
beyond the very considerable help I have received in the preparation 
of the book. Through the various stages of undergraduate, Fellow 
and colleague in the University of Manchester, I have received 
encouragement, help, criticism, as (I have no doubt) the occasion 
demanded. In the midst of all his work, his well-known leisure 
for the discussion of any serious question, whether of scholarship 
or of daily life, has been always at my disposal, and it is a source 
of inward satisfaction that I have drawn largely upon it.

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ADDENDA ET CORRIGENDA 


Pp. 23, 161, ‘Sabaudy de Aumarle.’ 

I have omitted to mention that the count of Savoy, whom the chronicler 
states was killed at Crécy, was a minor at the time and took no part in the 
battle. 


P. 106, ‘ Icest Edward regna . . . lii annes.’ 

The fact that this (incorrect) account of Edward III.’s children speaks of 
Thomas of Woodstock as Duke of Gloucester, definitely puts the compilation 
of this part of the chronicle after 1385. Cf. Introduction, p. xxiii. 


Pp. 114, 187, ‘ une des ses sandals ou solers.’ 


The loss of the shoe is also mentioned by Adam of Usk (p. 42), who takes 
it as a bad omen for the reign. 


Pp. 120, 190, ‘ le sire de Neville . . . prist soun viage devers Normoundy.’ 

With regard to the blunder by which the writer makes Neville set out 
for Normandy a fortnight after he left Plymouth, it seems likely that he 
thought the reference was to Mortain in Normandy, and that the clause in his 
original source followed the words ‘ de soun avenu a Burdews’ (five lines from 
the foot of the page). 


P. 127, sixth line from the bottom. 
The scribe has written ‘ grauntz’ for ‘ graunges.’ See Rot. Parl., iii. 58. 


P. 136, ‘Symond de Burley.’ 


Accounts, etc., Exchequer 318/26, shows that Burley was in ‘ Bohemia’ from 
the spring to the autumn of 1381 and could not possibly have been at Gravesend 
on Whit Monday. 


Pp. xxxv. and 171. The letter from the Black Prince to his wife has since 
been published by Mr. Prince.

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INTRODUCTION 


I. Toe ABBEY or St. Mary, YORK, AT THE END OF THE 
FoURTEENTH CENTURY 


Tue history of the reign of Edward ITI., so far as narrative sources 
are concerned, has to be based chiefly upon the works of secular 
clerks and laymen. For the earlier and middle years of the reign, 
the Lanercost chronicle, the Westminster compilation of John of 
Reading and the chronicle of Henry Knighton (the best of con- 
temporary monastic chronicles) are collectively inferior to those of 
‘“« Hemingburgh ” (1327-47),1 Baker, Murimuth, Avesbury, Froissart 
and Sir Thomas Gray. In the later years the decadence was evens 
more complete, and the monastic chronicle seemed to be expiring 
altogether. But in the last years of the century a genuine, if 
modest, revival began, of which the works of Thomas Walsingham 
at St. Albans are the best, though by no means the only results. 
The improvement, connected, at least in the case of St. Albans, 
with the growth of Gloucester College at Oxford, is also to be 
traced in the continuations of the Polychroniwcon, of Knighton and 
of the Eulogium Historiarum, in the Westminster chronicle (1381- 
1394) and the Vita Ricard: of the monk of Evesham. In the same 
period many religious houses, which did not rise to the level of 
‘ original’ composition, seem to have secured copies of the stock 
continuations of the Brut and the Polychronicon. The Anonimalle 
chronicle of St. Mary’s, York, fills a place in this movement second 
only to that of the St. Albans writers. Like the St. Albans 
chronicles it is comparatively meagre (apart from military history) 
for the last years of Edward III., and, like them, suddenly acquires

was substantially a Franciscan work. 
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first-rate contemporary value from the year 1376. This analogy 
does not go the length of indebtedness. The northern chronicle is 
an independent compilation, and for the foreign history of Edward 
III. in particular, is certainly drawn from sources unused by 
Walsingham. 

Though no other historical work of importance is associated 
with St. Mary’s, there are still traces of ,other chronicles besides 
the present text. Leland made extracts from two St. Mary’s 
chronicles, one of which seems to have been a considerable work. 
There is also in the Bodleian Library a small volume containing 
brief annals of the time of Abbot Simon.? To these must be added 
the chronicula of the early folios of the Ingilby MS. and the French 
Brut, of which the Anonimalle chronicle is the continuation. To 
this list, which certainly does not suggest any continuous tradition 
of chronicle writing, it is possible that something could be added 
by a careful search for surviving MSS. of the abbey. The books 
were widely scattered, but enough survive to prove that their 
number must have been very considerable. Some (perhaps through 
the hands of Henry Savile and Archbishop Ussher) have found 

their way to Trinity College, Dublin. Others were in the possession 
of Lord Herries at Everingham Park in 1874.3 The larger English 
libraries each have a few, while some are still at Ripley Castle. 
Altogether they would make a long list, though clearly only a fraction 
of the total number.‘ 

The arrangement of the monastic day made a large library not 
so much a luxury as a practical necessity. Reading and study 
were now the only ‘labour’ contemplated by the Benedictine, 
and filled every interval between the services in the church. Thus 
it is laid down in the St. Mary’s Ordinal that after the daily chapter 
the monks 


descendentes ad claustrum libros de armariolis accipiant et ad sedilia 
sua sedeant cum silentio.®

Under this system a large number of books must have been required 
to employ a convent of nearly fifty monks. The books read in- 
dividually are described generally as “ libri sanctarum scripturarum 
vel edificacionis ’, while those read at Collation throughout the 
year are mentioned by name. They were: the Dialogues of St. 
Gregory the pope, Isidore De Summo Bono, the Lives of the Fathers, 
the Diadema Monachorum and the Collatvones Patrum.? The books 
used both in the cloister and the refectory were stored in the cloister : 
the service books used in the church in chests by the choir. A 
inbliothecarius abbatis is mentioned, but no general library. Writing 
of a liturgical kind was the province of the cantor. Studia (apparently 
in the cloister) are occasionally referred to, and here doubtless the 
chronicle was compiled. 

The studies and the kind of writing encouraged by this system 
were not normally historical, and the fact should be set against 
the very obvious limitations of the Anonimalle chronicler as a 
historian. The Ordinal ignores the more secular studies of the 
monks, and does so, not because they were irrelevant to its purpose, 
but because they had no official place in the monastic life. That 
chronicles were written at all, was due to the fact that there was in 
reality so much more contact with the world than the Ordinal 
would suggest. The obedienciaries were in constant touch with 
daily life, and monastic hospitality—St. Mary’s housed the whole 
Chancery for long periods—brought the whole convent into con- 
tact with the lay world. There were, too, the monastic pensioners, 
most of whom had formerly held subordinate posts in the royal 
household. In September 1381, for instance, Pierrekyn Gyles, 
the King’s minstrel, was sent to York to be maintained by 
the abbey, and in 1389 Adam atte Wode, a sergeant of the King’s 
chamber.‘

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The Ordinal, though at best only negative evidence regarding 
the monks’ literary studies, has the value of a strictly contemporary 
compilation. It was drawn up in 1390 as a result of the Archbishop 
of York’s visitation. The work was entrusted to a committee 
consisting of John de Newton, doctor of civil law, and Thomas de 
Walworth, bachelor of canon and civil law—representing the 
Archbishop, and brothers John of Esingwold, prior, Richard 
Thornton, Thomas Mauleverer, Thomas of Helmsley, senwores, and 
John Strensall, precentor—representing the abbey. To a certain 
extent it was doubtless a formal compilation based on traditional 
models ; and it certainly preserves the tone of the earlier customaries 
of Westminster and Canterbury. But there is no reason to doubt 
that it accurately describes the existing practice. The Introduction 
defines its purpose as follows : 
ad ambiguitates elucidandum, varietates in dicto servicio superinductas, 
superfluis amputatis, ad unitatem redigendum atque nonnulla alia 
modernis temporibus congruencia de novo super addiciendum. 


In addition to a detailed description of the services in the church, 
the book sets out the regulations which governed the smallest act 
in the dormitory and refectory. The routine thus described was 
varied only on a parliament day (or day on which talking was 
allowed in the cloister after the daily chapter), the description of 
which in the Ordinal (f. 68) reminds us that the convent was not, 
after all, a homogeneous body. Three groups are distinguished. 
There were the older monks (sentores) and obedienciaries sitting by 
the abbot and the prior, discussing matters too private to be brought 
up in open chapter}: the younger monks specially warned against 
vain conversation,” and the novices and newly professed, questioning 
their masters regarding the Rule. 

The language spoken during such times of recreation was 
presumably French: for French was the prescribed tongue of 
social intercourse within the monasteries, the speaking of either 
English or Latin in the cloister and chapter-house being commonly 
forbidden.’ A century earlier there would have been no room for

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doubt, but towards the end of the fourteenth century English was 
so rapidly displacing French,! in the lay world at any rate, that we 
cannot be sure. There are, too, frequent indications in the chronicle 
itself that the author is thinking m English, and the French, though 
fluent, is limited in vocabulary. It is at least clear from the Ordinal 
that the fully-equipped monk was still trilingual. At confession, 
for instance, he prostrated himself, exclaiming, ‘‘ Ma culpe’’, until . 
he received the command from his confessor: “ Esteez susez ”’ 
His actual confession was, however, made in English (in lingua 
materna) beginning : 

““I schryve me and knawes me culpabyll to God all myghty and to our 
lady seynt Mary, to seynt Petre and seynt Paule, to seynt Benet oure 


holy fadyr and to all the fayre felyschyp of heven and to you gastely 
fadyr undyr godde of all my synnes, that is to say etc ” (f. 49). 


On most other occasions there was a choice between French 
and Latin (lingua gallica vel latina), e.g. : 

Et disciplinam accipiens dicat continue ‘‘ May culpe’”’ quousque 
presidens ipse dicat ‘‘ Assetz ” vel “ Sufficit’’ (f. 63). “Ieo este en 
le fermory par taunt temps pur malady et naye my dyt la service . . .” 
aliter “Ego in infirmaria ... per tantum tempus fui: non dixi 
servicium divinum ”’ (f. 33). “‘ Ieo require la misericorde de Dieu et 
vostre ”’ vel sic ‘ Ego requiro misericordiam dei et vestram ”’ (f. 64%). 


Where no choice was given the language used was French. For 
instance, when a monk dined privately in the prior’s chamber, the 
signal to begin the meal was given in French thus: ‘‘ Mangez vous 
leement”’. The retention of these French formulae (most of which 
occur in the earlier customaries of Canterbury and Westminster) 
seems to show that French was still a spoken language. Monastic 
chronicles in French at this date are nevertheless uncommon, 
presumably owing to the long tradition in favour of Latin as the 
language of the chronicle. That the Anonimalle chronicle is 
written in French is doubtless due to the fact that it is the con- a

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In addition to what can be gleaned from the Ordinal, some 
further information about the abbey is found in the chronicle itself, 
which contains four references to domestic history, viz. the ad- 
mission of Edward III.’s sons to confraternity in 13491; the king’s 
grant to Sir Robert Knowles of the manor of Whitgift in 1370?; 
the fall of the bell tower in 13772; and the miraculous recovery in 
the same year of a girl drowned in the River Ouse.* The nature of 
these incidents suggests that in the second half of the fourteenth 
century St. Mary’s was peaceful and prosperous. The ancient and 
bitter dispute with the city of York for control of the suburb of 
Bootham, seems to have been settled about the middle of the 
century. There is, at any rate, no reference to it in the chronicle, 
and it seems likely that the city, now becoming divided into two 
irreconcilable factions, was henceforth wholly absorbed in internal 
dissension. Of the abbots of St. Mary’s at this time there is un- 
fortunately no chronicle, and even Thomas de Multon (1331-59) 
and William Marrays (1359-82), who are the most important, are 
scarcely more than names to us. Neither was ranked by the monks 
themselves with Stephen the first abbot or with Simon Warwick, 
the builder of that church whose ruins still remain. Thomas de 
Multon is known to have petitioned the King to resign on the ground 
of old age; but he seems to have died before he learnt that his 
petition was granted.5 Of William Marreys it is recorded only 
that he claimed exemption from Parliament on the remarkable 
ground that Simon Warwick was the first abbot to attend, that 
this was within the last eighty years, and that he could not bind 
his successors. His plea was not granted, and he continued to be 
summoned for the rest of his life. Three short-lived abbots suc- 
ceeded William Marreys, viz. William of Bridford (1382-89), 
Thomas Staynegrave (1389-98) and Thomas Pygot (1398-1405). 


II. DescripTION oF THE MS.

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being about 38. The text begins on folio 2, the first folio being 
blank, except for some scnibbling and a signature which seems to 
read—John Redstone. 

The book is written in six or more different hands, the earliest 
of which is not perhaps earlier than 1350, and the latest probably 
not later than 1400. 

For a summary description of the MS. see Historical Manuscripts 
Commission, Sixth Report, Appendix, p. 354. 

The old calf binding was fastened by tapes, parts of which still 
remain. In the process of binding, the leaves have been very 
much cut, and in one or two places a sheet, which has been sewn 
into a wrong part of the book, has been torn out, leaving a ragged 
edge. A good many leaves, too, seem to have been missing when 
the binding was done, particularly in the early quires. For these 
reasons it seems likely that it was bound in its present form after 
it had passed out of the possession of the monastery. It is, however, 
clear that it was already bound when used by John Stow! and © 
Francis Thynne, whose transcripts show gaps at the points where 
leaves are missing in the MS. The margins have been freely 
annotated ; six or seven different hands (including that of Stow 
himself) can be distinguished. Of these Stow’s hand is probably 
the latest. There is nothing to show that the book has been used 
since ; the leaves were numbered by me for the first time. 

At what date it passed into the possession of the Ingilby family 
is uncertain, but that it was before the seventeenth century seems 
very probable from the following marginal note (f. 281°) : 

“Willam clapham owithe this booke and boight yt at London 

at mychalemesse laste paste and sent yt downe by Jhon tonge the 
carier ”’. 
John Ingleby (? born in 1513), second brother of Sir William 
Ingleby of Ripley, married (he being a second husband) Anne, 
daughter of William Clapham of Beamsley.? It is tempting to 
identify the father of Anne with the purchaser of the book.

A. ff. 1-35. Miscellanea. 
B. ff. 36-271. A Brut chronicle (French). 
C. ff. 271-353. The Anonimalle chronicle. 


It is safe to say that the whole book was written at St. Mary’s 
Abbey, York. On f. 29’, for instance, is a list of the abbots of St. 
Mary’s: on ff. 34’, 35, the names of the churches in the presentation 
of the abbot and convent. The internal evidence for the connection 
of section C with the abbey is set out below. Between the coarse, 
clear script of the Brut chronicle—the only section about which 
there could be any doubt—and that of the two St. Mary’s cartu- 
laries preserved at York Cathedral there is a distinct family likeness, 
although the writing of the cartularies is some years earlier than 
that of the chronicle. 
Section A, Folios 1-35 

.A number of leaves must have been lost from this part of the 
book before it was bound up in its present form. The contents 
of these folios are very miscellaneous, including a rhymed intro- 
duction to the Brut chronicle, various Latin and French verses, 
two brief chronicula and the prophecies of Merlin and Gildas. A 
few extracts have been printed in the Appendix.? 

Folios 2 and 3 have a special bearing on the composition of the 
chronicle. They contain several valuable entries about the See of 
Carlisle (f. 2, printed in the Appendix), and a pedigree (ff. 2’, 3, 3”), 
identical with that printed on p. 330 of the Chronicon de Lanercost. 
The whole of this matter seems to have been derived from the 
Franciscan chronicle which formed the basis of the chronicle of 
Lanercost and of the Anonimalle chronicle for the years 1334-46. 
The York scribe’s interest in the Carlisle entries is perhaps con- 
nected with the fact that the priories of Wetherall and St. Bee’s, 
both cells of St. Mary’s Abbey, lay within that diocese. 

Folios 19-22 contain a short chroniculum written in a good 
round hand, the last entry in which is dated 1369; the deaths of 
the Black Prince and Edward III. have been added in a later 
hand. On f. 297 is the list of the abbots of St. Mary’s, York,? which,

from the similarity of the hands, seems to have been written by the 
same scribe as wrote ff. 271-292. The last name is that of William 
Marrays (elected 1359), whose death in 1382 has been recorded by a 
later scribe. 


B. ff. 36-271 


A chronicle of England, in French, from the time of Noah to 
the battle of Halidon Hill (1333). This is the most rare and most 
elaborate of the French Brut chronicles. Another copy is in Royal 
MS. 20. A. XVIII., a MS. of the first half of the fourteenth century, 
whose provenance is unknown.! On f. 176” is the following marginal 
note against the account of the peace made at York between 
William king of Scots and Henry II.: “en remembraunce de le 
acorde le roi Descoce offrist soun chapel, sa cel et sa launce ge sont 
en la eglise Deverwik en lour tresuri ”’. 

The Brut chronicle ends in 1333, the last three entries being 
Edward Balliol’s homage (11 Kal. July), the death of Pope John 
XXII., and Earl Patrick’s homage to Edward III. Excluding 
minor variations, there are three distinct scripts—ff. 36-131, ff. 
132-162, ff. 162-271—the third of which is probably after 1350. 
The Brut ends (f. 271): “et pur ceste chose avant dite le roi 
Dengleterre li dona grante somme davoire, cest assavoir mille 
livres pur redresser et reparaillere ses manoirs et ses villes, les queux 
gentz Dengleterre avoient destruitz et abatuz en terre ”’. 


C. ff. 271-353 


This is the Anonimalle chronicle of St. Mary’s Abbey, York, 
here printed. It is written in three well-marked hands : 


1. ff. 271-292, 2. ff. 292-304, 3. ff. 304-353. 
The first two of these are shown on Plate No. 1. The earlier

See, 
too, F. W. D. Brie, Geschichte und Quellen der mittelenglischen Prosachronik, The 
Brute of England, p.31. The present MS. was unknown to Dr. Brie. 
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hand ends at the word ‘ descomfiture ’ (line 4), and the difference 
between the two is further marked in the MS. by the change in the 
colour of the ink, from light brown to black. The scribe who wrote 
the first hand tried to disguise the junction of the old work and the 
new by imitating the large bold hand of the Brut: in the course of 
a few folios he gradually relapsed into his natural hand, as shown 
on Plate 1. Plate 2 shows the third hand, the transition to this 
from the second being almost imperceptible. The MS. ends im- 
perfectly in this script. Ff. 304-353 clearly form a distinct section 
of five quires (each of ten leaves), which are numbered in red as 
follows: ii (f. 314), iti (£. 323), ii (f. 333), v (f. 343). A leaf is 
missing between ff. 322 and 323, and another between ff. 352 and 
353. The former of these was the leaf corresponding to f. 314, 
and was bound up in error immediately after it. It was after- 
wards torn out and lost. F. 353 is an odd leaf. Further, there 
is reason to suppose that these last five quires were separated 
from the rest of the book for a time. As far as f. 303” on the 
verso of each leaf is the heading ‘ Edward’, and on the recto 
‘le ii’. F. 308” is headed ‘ Edward le i’, after which the 
headings cease. 

Certain portions have already been printed from transcripts 
found among Stow’s miscellaneous papers. 

(a) Sir E. M. Thompson printed some fragments as an appendix 
(A and B) to the Introduction of the Chronicon Anglie. He de- 
scribed them as “ translations of MSS. of northern origin, very 
probably from continuations of the Polychronicon”. A is a 
selection of notes and translations abstracted from the later part 
of the chronicle; B a careful translation of ff. 318°-324, the exact 
starting-point being marked by a cross in the margin of the Ingilby 
MS.1 


(6) Mr. G. M. Trevelyan printed in the English Historical Review 
of July 1898 the portion relating to the Peasants’ Revolt (ff. 3407- 
351),? from a sixteenth-century transcript in the handwniting of 
Francis Thynne, Lancaster herald and a friend of Stow. That 
Thynne made his transcript from the present MS. is clear from the 
precise correspondence of the texts, which have the same blanks 
and the same errors—though Thynne, it should be added, made 
no effort to reproduce the spelling of his original.’ Thynne correctly

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described the MS. as “an anonimalle cronicle belonginge to the 
abbey of St. Maries in Yorke”’, and in reproducing the full text 
this title has been retained. 

The chronicle was written at St. Mary’s Abbey, York. This is 
clear from the internal evidence of the four references to St. Mary’s 
Abbey mentioned above (p. xviii). The first of these—the recep- 
tion of John of Gaunt and his brothers into the confraternity of 
the Abbey—was noticed by Stow, who wrote in the margin “ Liber 
S. Mary in Yorke as may be supposed ”. 

More difficult is the problem of when it was written. The 
evidence of the writing suggests that the narrative was carried 
from 1334 to 1356 (f. 292”), and after an interval of some years con- 
tinued thence to the end. The grounds for this view are as follows. 
The writing of ff. 19-22 and f. 29 can be dated with some certainty 
as prior to 1382, if not 1376.1 These hands both so closely resemble 
the script of ff. 271-292 as to imply that it too is earlier than 1382. 
The change from this first hand to one markedly later is shown on 
Plate 1. It is not possible to date with accuracy this second hand 
nor yet the third, into which it almost insensibly passes, but both 
suggest a date nearer to 1400 than 1380. To support the argument 
from the writing, it may be added that the victory of Poitiers is a 
likely stopping-place, and the last sentence in the first script—an 
expression of thanks for the victory—may well have been meant 
asanending. On the other hand, it may be urged against this view 
that the narrative runs straight on at f. 292” without any over- 
lapping or omissions. 

It thus appears very possible that the narrative was carried as 
far as 1356 before the year 1382. Is it possible to fix some lower 
date before which the rest of the chronicle (ff. 292°-353) was written ? 
The frank treatment of John of Gaunt and the absence of any 
reference to the fate of Richard II. are strong, though general 
considerations, pointing to some date before 1399 as the lower date 
of composition. Perhaps, too, the blundering statement that 
Edward, son of Edmund earl of Cambridge, was made earl of 
Colchester in 1377 may supply a clue. Edward was made earl of 
Cork in or before 1396, and the error may be due to a confusion 
of his knighthood in 1377 with his later dignity.2 If so,

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the later portion of the chronicle was written between 1396 
and 1399. 

To sum up: it seems likely, though no more than a hypothesis, 
that the narrative was carried from 1333 to 1356 by a scribe writing 
before 1382, and, after an interval that may have been as long as 
twenty years, continued to 1382 or later by two other scribes 
writing between 1396 and 1399. 


III. Sources anD CoMPOSITION 
A. 133446 


For the years 1334-46 certainly, and possibly even later, the 
source of the present work was either (a) the lost Minorite chronicle 
that formed the basis of the Chronicon de Lanercost, or (b) some 
recension of it other than the Chronicon de Lanercost. So far as we 
can judge, the compiler was content to translate literally his Latin 
source, with occasional omissions and additions. Collation of the 
text with that of Lanercost ! suggests that on the whole the Anoni- 
malle chronicle is the more faithful reproduction of the original 
Minorite source, but, as will be seen, no very certain conclusion is 
possible. 

The chronicle of Lanercost is a work of composite origin. Mr. 
A.G. Little has shown ? that the only surviving MS. (Claudius D. VII.), 
a large folio of the mid-fourteenth century, contains the text of a 
revision by the canons of Lanercost of a Minorite chronicle which 
extended originally to the year 1296, and was continued by another 
Franciscan writer from 1296 to 1346. It is with this continuation 
only that we are primarily concerned, and it may be noted that 
Mr. Little is inclined to think (a) that it has been but slightly 
interpolated in the Lanercost version, (b) that the surviving 
MS. which extends to 1346 contains the whole of the original 
continuation. 

It is clear that the prime source of the St. Mary’s writer from 
1334 to 1346 was the original Minorite chronicle, or some recension 
of it. The greater part of our text for these years is simply a

literal translation 1 of the existing Latin text, and often where it is 
not a translation it is an abbreviation or précis. But it can also 
be proved that the version, or at any rate the MS. used by the 
York scribe, was not Claudius D. VII. The grounds of proof are 
several but their cumulative weight is decisive. 

I. There are the omissions and additions. With two exceptions 
all official documents, letters, etc. (of which there are many in the 
Lanercost text), are absent from the Anonimalle chronicle. On the 
other hand, besides numerous single entries not found in Lanercost 
there is in the Anonimalle chronicle a good deal of new information 
about the Crécy campaign and the battle of Neville’s Cross. 

II. From the year 1338 the text of Lanercost is in a chaotic 
condition ; in particular the year dates are in many cases omitted 
or wrongly inserted. This confusion is not reflected im the 
French chronicle. The difference in the order in which the same 
events are recorded in the two chronicles may also be mentioned. 
In Lanercost all entries regarding the Friars Minor are the last 
items of the year to which they belong. There is no trace of this 
systematic relegation in the Anonimalle chronicle. 

III. Evidence even more decisive is supplied by short entries 
common to both chronicles in which some detail in the Anonimalle 
is not found in the Lanercost chronicle. Thus, Lanercost states 
that in 1334 Edward Balliol, “ concessit . . . quinque comitatus 
Scocie, scilicet comitatum Berwici et Rokesburgh, Peblys et 
Dunfres”’. The name of the fifth county—Hdinburgh—here 
inadvertently omitted, is nevertheless found in the Anonimalle 
chronicle. The capture of the earl of Moray in 1335 is more fully 
described in Lanercost than in the Anonimalle chronicle, which 
nevertheless adds a fresh detail in the name of William de Preston. 
Similarly Nicholas de la Beche is called by Lanercost the guardian 
of the King’s son: the Anonimalle writer adds ‘ and of the Tower ’. 
In another passage, corrupt in both chronicles and evidently 
intended to describe the death of Artevelde, it is only in the French 
version that Artevelde’s name appears. A large number of similar 
small discrepancies might be collected. The following list is by no 
means exhaustive, but taken as a whole is decisive.

It follows from the above that Claudius D. VII. was not the source 
used by the Anonimalle chronicler. Did he then translate the 
original Minorite chronicle ? A partial answer to this question lies 
in a comparison of the two texts. 

From 1334-37 they are in substantial agreement, from which 
it may be inferred that both preserve a faithful text of the Minorite 
chronicle. In one or two passages, such as the defence of Dunbar 
by the famous ‘ Black Bess ’,1 the Anonimalle chronicler seems to 
have abbreviated his entry, ‘the full text of which is 8 apparently 
found in Claudius D. VII. 

From 1338-46 the Anonimalle chronicle contains a good deal 
of information not in Lanercost. The most important entries 
peculiar to the Anonimalle chronicle are: the expedition of the 
earl of Derby to Gascony (p. 18), the capture of Donkal Makduel 
(p. 19), the full list of casualties at the battle of Neville’s Cross 
and the additional matter about the Crécy campaign (pp. 20 seg., 27). 
On the other hand, the Lanercost compiler has transcribed into his 
chronicle numerous official documents and letters not in the Anoni-

malle chronicle (pp. 298 seg.). Further, from the year 1338 the 
Lanercost compiler seems to have largely recast and partly re- 
written his source. The clearest indication of this process is to be 
found in his account of the battle of Neville’s Cross. The narrative 
has at this point two very different strains. There are well-told 
dramatic incidents such as the death of Walter de Selby and the 
confident bearing of the Scottish king on the morning of the battle : 
there are also long passages denouncing the Scots, largely drawn 
from the Old Testament, with here and there a classical allusion, 
which go far to spoil the effect of the well-written parts. These 
abusive passages are not found in the Anonimalle chronicle. There 
is, for example, no French equivalent to such sentences as that 
beginning, ‘‘ David diabolico spiritu deceptus ut alter Ahab ”’ (p. 
344), or “ David radix peccati, ut alter Antiochus ”’, etc. (p. 347). 
In some places the Anonimalle and Lanercost texts can be made to 
agree exactly by simply omitting these expressions, as, for example, 
on p. 346. 

Non igitur David proeliator, sed 1ste David cacator, omnino praecepit 
quod quatuor villae boriales, quacumque de causa, non comburentur, 
videlicet, Hexham, Corbrigia, Derlyngton et Dunelmia, quia in illis 
pro tempore hyemali sua victualia proposuit habuisse, sed quoddam 
proverbium est, “ Unum cogitat ursus et aliud ductor”, unde, licet homo 
epse proposuerat nos tunc patientes aliud sperabamus. 

The French text (below, p. 24) translates the unitalicised portion 
of this sentence. 

The interpolations of the Lanercost compiler may not all have 
been of this useless character. While some of the letters found in © 
Lanercost must, from their presence in the Anonimalle chronicle, 
have derived from the Minorite chronicle, others seem to have been 
added by the Lanercost compiler. The most likely explanation of 
the three notices in Lanercost of Edward IIT.’s crossing to France 
in 1338 is that it was a clumsy device to embody the letters printed 
on pp. 298-304. The confusion of the chronology from 1338-46 
is perhaps to be partially explained by such insertions. 

If this analysis be correct, it is clear that the Anonimalle 
chronicler used, if not the original Minorite chronicle, at any rate 
a recension less interpolated than the Lanercost chronicle. The 
entries peculiar to the Anonimalle chronicle, mentioned above, 
seem for the most part to have been omitted by the Lanercost 
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compiler in recasting the later part of the chronicle. Some minor 
points, however, mentioned by the Anonimalle chronicler alone, may 
well have been additions from other sources. Among these perhaps 
were the notice of the death of Hugh earl of Lincoln (p. 8), the 
burning of Portsmouth in 1338 (p. 13), the addition of the earl of 
Suffolk’s name to that of Salisbury, captured in 1339 (p. 15), the 
account of their reception at Paris, the election of William de 
la Zouche, dean of York, as archbishop (p. 15), and the exploits of 
Sir John Colville at the battle of Crécy (p. 22). Moreover the 
evidence rather suggests that the additional information in the 
Anonimalle chronicle about the Crécy campaign was an amplifica- 
tion of the Minorite original. 

No nearer relation can thus be traced between the two chronicles 
than that both are ultimately derived from a common original. 
Nor can it be assumed, either that the Anonimalle chronicle has 
preserved (in translation) the precise text of the Minorite chronicle, 
or that this text can be recovered by a collation of the Lanercost 
and Anonimalle chronicles. There remains always the possibility 
that after 1338 the Anonimalle compiler was combining the Minorite 
original with some additional source. This possibility raises the 
most insoluble of all the Lanercost problems, that is to say, the 
date at which the Minorite original ended. The last entry in the 
Lanercost chronicle carries on the story after the battle of Neville’s 
Cross and in no way suggests a conclusion. The present text con- 
tinues the narrative smoothly therefrom, telling of border affairs, 
and we are forced to assume that the Minorite chronicle con- 
tinued at least to the end of the next paragraph (p. 29). But this 
again does not suggest an ending, and there is in fact no internal 
evidence to settle the question. Turning to the Ingilby MS. we find 
that it is written in a single hand as far as 1356 (f. 292”, p. 40), 
the clause corresponding to the last sentence of Claudius D. VII. 
not even marking the end of a paragraph. The possibility that the 
original Minorite chronicle extended to 1356 may therefore be 
suggested. The chief argument against it is the comparatively 
small part played by Scottish affairs during these years (1346-56) ; 
but against this must be put the fact that Scottish history is already 
being relegated to a secondary position in the Anonimalle chronicle 
before 1346 by the introduction of the passages mentioned above.

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If these were a part of the Minorite chronicle they seem to show 
that the author’s main interest was shifting from Scottish affairs to 
the Hundred Years’ War. In this case there is no difficulty in 
believing that the Minorite chronicle extended to 1356. If, on the 
other hand, these passages are insertions by the Anonimalle writer 
from a fresh source, it is probable that the Minorite chronicle 
extended only a few sentences ! further than the text of Claudius 
D. VII., and that the Anonimalle chronicler henceforth used the 
work from which these passages were taken as his main or sole 
source. This, on the available evidence, is the more likely 
hypothesis. 

Before leaving the Lanercost chronicle, attention may be drawn 
to the extracts printed in the Appendix from f. 2 of the Ingilby 
MS., which seem to have been copied from the lost portion of the 
original Minorite chronicle. The work of its compiler, friar Richard 
of Durham, must have begun at very early times, though the Laner- 
cost scribe has only preserved the text from 1201. This we learn 
from the surviving traces in Lanercost of the original arrangement 
into books. Book vii., for instance, begins in 1216, book vii. in 
1273. Now, of the entries on f. 2 and 2” of the Ingilby MS., that 
of 1223 and the pedigree are found in the text of the Lanercost 
chronicle. The natural inference is that all have been copied from 
the original Minorite chronicle, and this is confirmed by an ex- 
amination of Claudius D. VII., a large folio of more than 240 leaves 
written in the second half of the fourteenth century. The greater 
part of this book forms a single chronicle drawn from the usual 
sources, such as William of Malmesbury: only when these failed him 
did the compiler turn (1201) to the Minorite chronicle. From 1201 to 
1346 he followed this new source, and then apparently worked over 
the earlier portion, adding from the Minorite chronicle several valu- 
able entries in the margins. One of these is virtually identical ? 
with the first extract printed on p. xlvi from f. 2 of the Ingilby MS. 
This item, the supposed foundation ® of Austin canons at Carlisle 
in 1101, is not found in any printed chronicle. The coincidence

VII., but also that they did not use the same MS. as their common source. 
* It raises an interesting point. See below, p. xlvi. n. 
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therefore of its appearance as a marginal note in Claudius D. VII. and 
on f. 2 of the Ingilby MS., makes it highly probable that it was 
drawn from Richard of Durham’s chronicle. Two other marginal 
entries on adjoining folios, one describing the foundation of 
Fountains Abbey (which I have also failed to trace to any other 
chronicle 4), the other describing the death of Henry I. (from Henry 
of Huntingdon 2), were also most probably taken from the Minorite 
chronicle. 

One other marginal entry in Claudius D. VII. is of considerable 
interest, though there is nothing to connect it with the chronicles 
of Richard of Durham. It occurs on f. 53 (pencil) and is written 
in & more current hand than the text and in a blacker ink. This 
entry, which is not much later than the text, corresponds almost 
exactly with a marginal note describing an alleged Scottish expedi- 
tion of William I., which is also found and, it seems, found only 
in Harleian MS. 1620 (f. 114),® sub anno 1072. Now the first part 
of this note is included in the extracts sent by the priory of Carlisle 
in response to Edward I.’s inquiry of 1290-91 (Palgrave, Scottish 
Docs., 70). The coincidence of this very rare entry‘ being found 
in Claudius D. VII. and in the Carlisle extracts is striking, and 
suggests, at the least, a close literary connexion between Lanercost 
and the priory of Carlisle. 


B. From 1346 to the End 


From 1346 onwards the literary sources of the chronicle are 
an unsolved problem. A certain resemblance is often to be traced 
to other extant chronicles, but hardly an instance of direct borrow- 
ing from any of them. There is, on the other hand, a good deal of 
evidence about the way in which the compiler used his un- 
identified sources. It is purely textual evidence, but so far as it 
goes, reliable, since it comes from what must have been the original 
and probably the sole manuscript. 

The general plan followed in adapting the Minorite chronicle

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was apparently continued throughout the rest of the work: that is 
to say, the compiler translated literally some Latin source with 
occasional small additions of his own and perhaps some larger 
interpolations from another chronicle. The strongest indication 
that he worked in this way is his account of the battle of Auray. 
It is described at length under the year 1364 (correctly),1 and 
repeated, by a pardonable error when dealing with Roman figures, 
under the year 1374.2. The two accounts are not verbally identical : 
there are wide differences in the spelling, especially of proper 
names, and in one account or the other a blunder as to the number 
of the casualties. But substantially they are the same, and leave 
little doubt that the compiler was translating a Latin chronicle 
“ashe went along’.® For the period 1346-76 it may be tentatively 
suggested that he was following some slight northern continuation 
of the Polychronicon and interpolating it freely from some other 
work, perhaps a book written out of England,‘ which dealt more 
fully with the foreign wars of the period. This would explain the 
contrast in this part of the work between the brief, annalistic 
entries about home politics and the much longer descriptions of 
foreign events, the substance of some of which is not found else- 
where in English chronicles. -His foreign history, at any rate, 
from wherever derived, was at times on a larger scale than he 
required. Take, for example, the following sentence from a 
most detailed account of Sir Robert Knowles’ Breton campaign in 
1370: 


Et puis en Bretayn et pristerent place illeoges et cet, et departirent 
a la ville de Rocelyn en Bretayn et cet. Conk, Becherelle et seint 
Omers (p. 64). 


In this passage he seems to be abbreviating a still fuller narrative. 
Stripped of the best of its foreign material, the chronicle that 
remains seems to be derived from much the same sources as that 
of John of Reading, and in consequence has affinities to Walsingham,

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the Polychronicon continuations and the Brut. Such resemblance 
to Reading is found in his account of the siege of Calais, and still 
more strongly in the account of the duel (p. 31) between the 
bastard, Thomas de la Marche, and John Visconti in 1350, where 
both make the mistake of calling the bastard, John. But since the 
entry in the York chronicle has information not found in Reading, 
it is improbable that Reading was the direct source. 

The last portion of the book, from 1376 to 1381, is, as is usual in 
such cases, much fuller and more detailed. Indeed, of the eighty 
odd folios of the whole chronicle about half are concerned with 
these last six years. The scale rises to about that of the Chronicon 
Angle, to which in both subject-matter and treatment it bears a 
general resemblance. It is natural to suppose that the compiler 
would have to turn to a fresh source at this point, but there is in 
fact no sign of any such change: for though from the meeting of 
the Good Parliament onwards the interest shifts quite suddenly to 
home politics, this is common to other contemporary chronicles. 
That the compiler was copying another chronicle and interpolating 
it freely from other sources, there are even clearer indications than 
before. An obvious instance is the entry (p. 95) describing the 
fire at St. Mary’s, York, on April 14, 1377, which is awkwardly 
inserted between two entries of the year 1376. Again, the order of 
the entries on pp. 131-133 in his source seems to have been : 


Arundel’s expedition, 
Parliament of Northampton, 
Buckingham’s expedition, 
John of Gaunt in Scotland. 


The compiler evidently omitted the entry about the North- 
ampton parliament from its proper place. Discovering his mistake, 
he put it in and then added a second notice of both Buckingham’s 
expedition and of John of Gaunt’s visit to Scotland. The actual 
order of his entries thus became : 


Arundel’s expedition, 
Buckingham’s expedition, 
John of Gaunt in Scotland, 
Parliament of Northampton, 
Buckingham’s expedition (2), 
John of Gaunt in Scotland (2). 
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In this mechanical fashion the compiler continued to copy his 
chronicle. He also continued to interpolate it. For instance, on 
pp. 122-124, four consecutive entries mention the parliament at 
Gloucester : the first describes at length the dispute about sanctuary 
and Wycliffe’s appearance in it, the second the meeting of it, the 
third the clerical grant, and the fourth briefly mentions the sanctuary 
dispute. The explanation seems to be that the first of these, at 
any rate, is a long insertion, after which the compiler has continued 
to copy his original source. This question of interpolation of his 
narrative, from 1376 to 1381, is the more important since it seems 
likely that the two most valuable portions, viz. the accounts of the 
Good Parliament and the Peasants’ Revolt,? are both insertions 
from another or other chronicles. In regard to the former there 
seem to have been difficulties in reverting to the basic source. For 
instance, a notice of the Black Prince’s illness (p. 92) is clumsily 
repeated on p. 94; while on p. 95 an illness of Edward III. 
which took place after his son’s death is incorrectly said to have 
been mentioned previously. In the same way traces have been 
left of the process of inserting the account of the Peasants’ Revolt. 
On pp. 133-4 there is a double introduction, while at the end 
(p. 151) the parliament of Northampton, mentioned on p. 132, is 
entered a second time. 

The conclusion that the accounts of the Good Parliament and 
of the Peasants’ Revolt have been ‘lifted’ entire by the compiler 
from some other book, though borne out by the textual evidence, 
was originally suggested by considerations of form and style. It 
has been pointed out above, on the evidence of the handwriting, 
that the chronicle was perhaps first carried down to the year 1356 
and, after an interval of some years, continued to 1381. There is no 
reason to doubt that the French text of this later portion (1356-81) 
is the work of a single author. The description of the Black Prince 
as Edward the Fourth occurs in 1367 (p. 53) and in 1376 (p. 92), and 
the two passages (pp. 100, 152) describing respectively the parting of 
John of Gaunt and William of Wykeham from their friends are 
very much alike. The accounts, too, of the Jacquerie (p. 41) and of

the Peasants’ Revolt show a marked similarity of phrasing.1 But 
while the style of the French is constant, the accounts of the Good 
Parliament and of the Peasants’ Revolt seem to rise above the 
general level of the narrative. In both cases they suggest an author 
closely in touch with the events he is describing, if not an eye- 
witness of at least part of them. They are more dramatic than 
anything else in the book, and have fewer ‘tags’ and clichés and 
less padding. The natural explanation is that these passages are 
translations from some London chronicle—though not necessarily 
a Latin chronicle? Such a conclusion harmonises with the trend 
of commentary on the portion printed by Mr. Trevelyan, the 
Peasants’ Revolt, which it is almost impossible to believe was 
written by a Yorkshire monk. Exactly the same is true of the 
account of the Good Parliament.® 


C. Official Documents, Letters, etc. 


Letters and official documents were freely used in the Anonimalle 
chronicle, but used in such a way as to make their detection very 
difficult. The normal practice of the fourteenth-century chroniclers, 
who were fully alive to the historical value of such material, was 
to include full transcripts, sometimes without explanation, as in 
Lanercost ; more commonly, as in Murimuth, Avesbury, and the 
St. Albans chroniclers, with explanatory headings or an intro- 
ductory sentence in the text. The method followed in the Anoni- 
malle chronicle is both more artistic and more baffling, for in every 
case the substance of the document is woven into the narrative. 
Many news letters have been thus incorporated. A good example 
is the letter from Edward III. describing the landing at La Hogue, 
which is transcribed in full in the chronicle of Lanercost. The 
Anonimalle writer, ignoring the opening clauses and the concluding

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exhortation to give thanks for the victory, has skilfully worked 
into his narrative (p. 19) the body of the letter without altering 
a word. This letter is closely followed by another from Thomas 
de Lucy, which is treated in the same way. It may even be that 
the whole of the chronicler’s description of the Crécy campaign 
consists of similarly concealed transcripts of news letters. Still 
another example is the Black Prince’s letter to his wife after the 
battle of Najera, which was brought to light by Mr. A. E. Prince. 
Extracts from this letter, which was doubtless sent broadcast over 
England, appear in the chronicle, and it is interesting to note that 
the same letter was used somewhat differently by the Anonymous 
chronicler of Canterbury.?, Monastic cartularies and bishops’ 
registers give ample proof of the numbers of documents circulated 
in this way, and it is reasonable to suppose they were made use 
of.2 Close resemblance between chronicles must often have been 
due not to copying but to a literal following of the same source 
by independent compilers. 

The discovery of the Najera letter, which almost certainly 
enclosed the full list of casualties preserved in the text, suggests 
that news letters have been used in the descriptions of other battles 
which are accompanied by casualty lists. If so, these letters may 
yet be found. In other cases the use of the first person suggests 
some letter still unidentified. For instance, in the account of the 
Scots invasion which culminated in the battle of Neville’s Cross, 
occurs the phrase “a nostre comfort et lour confusioun” (p. 24). 
The Black Prince 1s similarly described as “ mondit noble prince ” 
in the account of the march preceding the battle of Poitiers 
(p. 35). 

Of the use of strictly official documents two good examples have 
been traced, and doubtless there are others. The first of these, 
the excellent account of the attack upon William of Wykeham in 
the autumn of 1376 (p. 96), faithfully transcribes the official 
charges. The pardon to Wykeham in December 1377 has the same 
list verbatim, with the significant omission of the single charge 
on which he was found guilty. The rather wearisome details

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of the poll tax (p. 127) are another and more clumsy example. 
These have been copied literally from the schedule drawn up in 
parliament, a copy of which would naturally be sent to all religious 
houses. 

Extensive borrowing of a different kind is responsible for the 
elaborate description of Richard II.’s coronation (pp. 107-115). 
The Inber Regalis or coronation service served as a basis: its 
rubrics were meticulously copied, together with some of the prayers, 
while from time to time topical details seem to have been inserted. 
These insertions alone have much historical value, and nothing 
could show better the importance of tracing the chronicler’s 
sources. The ‘original’ chronicle, like the ‘original’ record, is 
not uncommonly the result of a process of manufacture from other 
documents, which differ in kind as well as in value.1 Indeed as 
regards the Anonimalle chronicle, the conclusion seems unavoidable 
that original composition was the compiler’s last resort. Behind 
almost every entry there seems to lie a document of some sort ; 
and to a very large extent the chronicler merely transcribes (or 
translates) these materials—whether chronicles, news letters, official 
or formal documents. It 1s possible, of course, that these letters 
and ‘ records’ were not direct insertions but already parts of the 
chronicles which the Anonimalle writer used. In one instance, 
viz. the letter describing the landing at La Hogue, the compiler is 
known to have silently absorbed into the text a document apparently 
kept separate in his Minorite original. About the rest we cannot be 
sure, nor is the point of much importance. 


IV. Historica VALUE 


If the above analysis of its composition be correct, by far the 
larger part of the York chronicle is little more than a literal transla- 
tion of various other books, which skilfully embodied (whether 
directly or indirectly it is not possible to say) a number of letters 
and official documents. The direct contribution of the compiler 
himself cannot be estimated with even rough accuracy ; but such 
evidence as there is would seem to show that it is not great in 
proportion to the whole. For the period 1334-46, the entries for

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which the compiler may have been directly responsible, have been 
mentioned above (p. xxvill.). Thenceforth, besides entries about 
St. Mary’s Abbey the following passages may very well be ‘original’ 
or at least contain information supplied by him : 


The succession of the archbishops of York. 

The account of Cardinal Langham’s journey to Rome in 1369 (p. 
57). This may have been derived, as the compiler almost seems to 
hint, from letters or conversation with Alexander de Neville, the future 
archbishop, who had been a prebendary of York since 1361. 

The account of the embassy to Rome on which Ughtred, a monk 
of Durham, was captured (p. 75). 

The account of Sir Robert Knowles’ expedition in 1370 (p. 63). 

The account of the porpoises in Cleveland (p. 118). 

The reference to Philip de Pickworth, who entered the service of 
the Pope (p. 124). 

The account of John of Gaunt’s return from Scotland, 1381, and 
his meeting with his wife (p. 153). 

These entries do not amount to very much, and one is forced 
to the conclusion that the value of the York chronicle is very largely 
the value of its lost sources. They are, nevertheless, sufficient to 
show that however much the compiler copied, he did not always 
copy slavishly. He seems, in fact, to have pursued an eclectic 
method, picking and choosing from various good sources the 
things that interested him. 

The chronicle being such a patchwork, its historical value lies 
more in the fresh information it gives than in its comments on 
events or the political attitude of its compiler. His outlook, so 
far as it is to be traced in the entries about St. Mary’s Abbey, was 
that of the ordinary Benedictine monk. Like the author of the 
Chronicon Angle, he sees events from the point of view of his own 
abbey, and is capable of perverting them in the same manner. 
In the passage, mentioned above, which describes the expedition 
to Brittany in 1370, Sir Robert Knowles is most unjustly treated, 
merely because for a time he secured a grant of the manor of 
Whitgift, an old possession of St. Mary’s Abbey. Knowles, who in 
other chronicles appears as the wise old commander vainly trying 
to curb his younger colleagues, is depicted as the villain who 
callously leaves his own followers to perish. In much the same way 
as the other chroniclers he contrasts the huge expenditure on the 
expedition of 1369 and the peace negotiations of 1375 with the 
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smallness of the results in each case. It is a sign of the times, 
though probably only the expression of a common prejudice, when 
he says that Hugh de Chatillon escaped from Nottingham Castle 
“com fuist dit par assent et aide de les priours aliens de Frauns ” 
(p. 77). Even his sarcastic comment on the visit to England in 
1371 of Cardinal Langham who “ pluis demurra pur profite des con- 
fessiouns et absoluciones prendre qe pur perpetuel peas fair ” (p. 70) 
is not quite certainly a personal opinion. It is rarely indeed, if 
ever, that one can distinguish between the source and the compiler ; 
and on the whole he is best judged by his selection of material. 
Generally speaking, it is very good. He is commendably free from 
the common morbid interest in prodigies, and if victories are the 
work of Providence, defeats are commonly ascribed to their natural 
causes rather than the sinful lives of the leaders. There are a 
number of good stories, e.g. the exploits of Sir Thomas Colville 
at Crécy (p. 22), the Jacquerie (p. 41), the captive knight at the 
taking of Alexandria (p. 52), the single combat of Sir John Harpeden 
with the Ethiopian “twynlynges’ (p.115). All relate to that spurious 
‘chivalry ’ which is associated with Froissart, and may well have 
been taken by the compiler from a single book. They seem to be 
deliberately, if incongruously, introduced to relieve an ‘ annalistic ’ 
narrative which, as a whole, is closely packed with facts and details. 
The foreign campaigns are described minutely. An attempt is 
always made at some sort of itinerary, and however imperfect the 
account of the battle, the casualties are set out in detail.1 In fact 
no other chronicle has so many or such full lists as this. In domestic 
history, too, he tries to give exact dates and names and numbers. 
His comments on events are generally commonplace, but always 
brief. Thus when a great man dies—“ pur quoy graunt deele fuist 
fait parentre plusours gentz” (p. 62): of a forced loan upon 
ecclesiastics—* et purceo male fyne venist come vous orrez apres’ 
(p. 63): of a naval defeat—“ le pluis graunt perde qonges Engle- 
terre perdist par mere ” (p. 79). 

In spite of the compiler’s real effort at precision of statement, 
sometimes, perhaps because of it, it would not be difficult to make 
a long list of his inaccuracies and positive blunders. A great many 
of these are doubtless the mistakes of his sources, but his errors 
in the actual composition of the chronicle, mentioned above, are

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enough to show that he was not a very accurate worker. Even if 
his estimates of numbers be ignored, there are a great many con- 
fusions in the proper names, some of which are clearly his own. 
Thus he writes Strettoun for Stratford (p. 17), Langley for 
Langham (p. 70), transposes the Christian names of Shakle and 
Hauley (p. 121), writes Hugh for John Heron (p. 121), Thomas 
for John Bampton (p. 134), John for Richard Imworth (p. 146). His 
year-dating is even more erratic. He seems to have begun his year 
in March, though not all his dates are reconcilable with this system.} 
Very often his dates tend to be a little out, and yet now and then 
they are astonishingly accurate.2 His chronology is certainly 
weakest in the fifties, but it is still very casual from 1376 to 1381. 
On the whole he is not up to the best standard of his contemporaries, 
though it should not be forgotten that some of them compare 
favourably with him just because they give nothing like the same 
number of facts as the York chronicle. 

The most original and valuable portions of the chronicle are 
those describing the events of 1376-77 (especially the Good Parlia- 
ment), the parliament of Gloucester (which adds something to our 
knowledge of Wycliffe) * and the Rising of 1381. Apart from these 
events, the value of the chronicle lies primarily in the amount of 
sheer detail he gives. Much of it is to be found elsewhere, but his 
descriptions of nearly all important events add some little to 
knowledge, and the bulk of this is at the last considerable. It is 
to military history and foreign affairs generally that his contribu- 
tions of plain fact are most important. Good examples are—the 
battle of Poitiers, the expedition of 1369, Knowles’ expedition in 
1370, the capture of Berwick in 1378, various raids in the neighbour- 
hood of Calais and Bordeaux, and certain naval engagements 
between 1370 and 1377. From first to last he is well informed 
about the history of Calais and of Gascony, of the Papacy and of 
Brittany. For one or two of the raids made by the Calais garrison 
there seems to be no other evidence, while his account of the battle 
of Basweiler is found in no other English chronicle. 

Unlike Geoffrey le Baker or the St. Albans writers the Anoni- 
malle chronicler has no heroes; soldiers and statesmen are judged

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on each several event as it appeared to him, good or bad. Thus 
the Black Prince, whom he praises before the peace of Calais and 
at the moment of his death, is unhesitatingly condemned for his 
government of Gascony. William of Wykeham is treated in the 
same shifting way. In 1371 he is held responsible for the un- 
popular forced loan; in 1376 the charges against him are set out 
in full and his guilt never questioned; yet the following year, 
when his cause had become identified with the general question of 
church privilege, the chronicler veers round to Wykeham’s side. 
The same fluctuating judgement can be traced in the entries concern- 
ing Latymer and Percy. 

Such piecemeal treatment of persons and events is the normal 
vice of the mediaeval monastic chronicler who was out of touch 
with events and identified with no political party. It seems to be 
accentuated in the York chronicle by the variety of the sources 
from which it is drawn. Only the exceptional few rose above it, 
and they, by reason of some violent prejudice which—as in the 
writer of ‘ Knighton’ or the Chronicon Anglie—gave some sort of 
unity to their writings. But such works require to be used with 
more than ordinary caution. Knighton and the Chronicon Angle, 
for example, represent two extreme points of view regarding John 
of Gaunt ; and the tendency has been to discredit (quite rightly) 
the excessive praise of Knighton and more or less to accept the 
darkened picture of the Chronicon Anglic. This is done even by 
Stubbs, and something like an historical revision would be possible 
from a close comparison of the Anonimalle chronicler’s account of 
John of Gaunt and that of the Chronicon Anglie. 

The two chronicles have much in common. The Anonimalle 
is not less well informed than the Chronicon. Both give us, broadly 
speaking, the same body of information upon which to make a 
judgement : nor as a whole do they differ as to the facts, but simply 
as to their interpretation. Thus in relating the story of John of 
Gaunt’s expedition of 1369 the Anonimalle chronicler—while fully 
allowing the prowess of the earl of Warwick—treats it as a successful 
military raid. For the author of the Chronicon Anglie, on the other 
hand, it is a disastrous failure, relieved only by the heroism of 
Warwick. A similar contrast between the two will be found in 
their descriptions of the expedition of 1373. Still more interesting 
is the comparison of their verdicts upon Lancaster at the time of 
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the Good Parliament, a point at which the bitterness of the Chronicon 
Anglie towards John of Gaunt is notorious. Characteristic examples 
of the Chronwon’s charges or insinuations are—John of Gaunt’s 
attempts to bribe the accusers of Lord Latimer, and to settle the 
succession to the throne upon himself, the report that he intended 
the death of Peter de la Mare, his designs against the earl of March, 
and his plot against the liberties of the city of London. These are 
all opposed to probability and none of them is found in the corre- 
sponding portion of the Anonimalle chronicle, which, it has been 
suggested above, is taken from another, possibly a London chronicle, 
and which is also hostile to John of Gaunt. These charges are due 
to the malice of the St. Albans writer, and a sound criticism should 
treat as false anything detrimental to John of Gaunt found in the 
Chronicon Anglre at this point, which is not corroborated by the 
Anonimalle chronicle. Even so, it is necessary to bear in mind . 
that one is forming a judgement from chronicles derived from a 
hostile and partisan source. 

The two passages referred to above, viz. the accounts of the 
Good Parliament and of the Peasants’ Revolt, are unquestionably 
the most important in the chronicle. The second of these, which 
has been widely used, was carefully examined by Mr. George 
Kriehn in the American Historical Review.1 Mr. Kriehn decided 
that it was the most valuable of surviving contemporary accounts, 
but that the title Chronicle of St. Mary’s, York, was a misnomer, 
as it said nothing about the revolt in the north of England, minutely 
described London events, and was apparently the work of “some one 
who was in the following of the King—perhaps a courtier, cleric or 
lay’. The vividness of the narrative, he added, was utterly 
unlike that of Froissart, but crude and native, and the admixture 
of English words and the idiom of the language all showed it to be 
the work of an Englishman. To this it is only necessary to add 
that in the present writer’s opinion the discovery of the original 
MS. has only served to endorse Mr. Kriehn’s verdict. It is true 
that the passage does occur in a St. Mary’s chronicle, but the double 
introduction on pp. 133-4 and the repetition on p. 151 of the entry 
about the parliament of Northampton (p. 132), together with Mr. 
Kriehn’s arguments, are, in my opinion, conclusive proof that the 
whole passage is an interpolation from another chronicle.?

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It is, moreover, plain that the author of this passage writes 
with an intimate knowledge of his subject such as is rarely found 
elsewhere in the chronicle. He has, in particular, a remarkable 
acquaintance with the details of the administration. Thus the 
positions held by the various law officials mentioned—Robert 
Belknap, Sir John Cavendish, John Butterwyk, Richard Imworth 
and John Legge—are in every case technically and accurately 
defined. Belknap is correctly said to have been “ assis en pais de 
traylbastunerie”’. He knows, too, that the books and rolls of the 
apprentices of the law were kept in the Temple. He is equally 
exact in defining the posts held by the Exchequer officials—Sir 
Robert Hales, Sir Robert Plessington and Thomas Orgrave. 
Orgrave was the treasurer’s clerk, and is so generally described in 
the Rolls. We learn from the text the interesting fact that, 
colloquially at any rate, he was already referred to as the under- 
treasurer, a title well known to have been borne by the treasurer’s 
clerk a century later.1 Most remarkable of all is the writer’s know- 
ledge of the minutiae of the Chancery with its closely related offices 
of the Signet and the Privy Seal. Thus Fordham is described as 
clerk of the Privy Seal; the King seals the warrant for a charter 
with his Signet ; the “ livers des registres et rolles de remembrauncez 
de la chauncellerie’’ are burnt at Lambeth (the residence of the 
chancellor); the earl of Arundel is said (correctly) to have been 
made ‘ chancellor for the day’; and the fee of the seal, which for 
the class of patents described was xxs. iilid., is accurately enough 
given as xxs. The list is impressive, and perhaps Mr. Kriehn’s 
conclusions should be modified to the extent of assuming some clerk 
in the administration to be the author of the passage. If so, a clerk 
of the Privy Seal would be the most probable choice, as that depart- 
ment required a good knowledge of the Signet, the Chancery, the 
Exchequer and of the two Benches. This is not unlikely. The 
author of the account of the Rising was certainly as good a chronicler 
as Thomas Hoccleve was a poet, and Hoccleve was all his life a 
clerk of the Privy Seal. 

The suggestion that this account of the Rising was taken from 
a London chronicle is borne out by its general similarity to the 
anonymous Westminster chronicle printed in vol. ix. of the Poly- 
chronicon. The resemblance, to which Professor Tait first called

attention,! is too marked to be accidental. The two are in agree- 
ment, for example, in stating that the revolt broke out at Brentwood 
and the neighbouring villages; and both date the burning of 
Lambeth Palace a day too soon. Between their accounts of the 
attacks on the Savoy and Highbury and of the Mile End and 
Smithfield interviews there is, if no close parallel, a general agree- 
ment, while their descriptions of the capture of the Tower show a 
correspondence which is certainly more than coincidence. A group 
of incidents—the murders of Sudbury, Appleton, Legge and the 
Flemings, and the placing of their heads on London Bridge—are 
described in much the same order and in nearly the same words. 
Finally, when they narrate Richard’s visit to the Abbey and the 
death of Imworth, the likeness is so strong as to be in places almost 
verbal.? On the whole, itseems likely that the monk of Westminster, 
whose version is very much the shorter of the two, borrowed from 
the original of the York writer, though he clearly made use of other 
sources as well. 

The account of the Good Parliament, no less than that of the 
Peasants’ Revolt, is ‘‘ the most valuable of surviving contemporary 
accounts’. For the reasons given above, it is more trustworthy 
than the Chronicon Anglte, its only rival, and it also shows a closer 
acquaintance with the actual proceedings in Parliament. Some of 
its details are not accurate, but the account as a whole is unshaken 
by the closest criticism. Though it gives only a selection of the 
charges—the most important—against the principal offenders, 
within its limits the narrative is fully corroborated by the Parliament 
Roll. Indeed it gives one important piece of information not 
found there, viz. the names of the permanent council appointed to 
control the Government. These names occur in the portion which 
was translated by Stow and printed in the Rolls edition of the 
Chronicon Anglie. The earlier and even more valuable section, 
which is now printed for the first time, professes to give, almost 
day by day, the substance of the proceedings of the separate 
Commons, and of the Parliament, and in critical debates the very

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speeches, the questions and answers and interruptions. All this 
is either mere literary artifice or else first-hand information from a 
participant, if indeed the author was not himself present. 

At first sight one is tempted to think it is based upon the evidence 
of an eye-witness in both Chapter House and Parliament. On 
closer examination the report of proceedings in the Parliament 1s 
much more convincing than that of the Commons’ speeches. The 
names of the speakers in the Chapter House are not given, and the 
speeches contain little or nothing which is not repeated in Peter 
de la Mare’s speech in the Parliament. On the other hand, the 
writer is well acquainted with the Chapter House procedure. We 
learn that each member left his seat and spoke from the lectern, 
muttering a perfunctory grace before and after speaking. It 
emphasises, too, the rudimentary character of the speakership, to 
which office de la Mare was only elected after the Commons had 
met for several days. On the whole, it is reasonable to suppose that 
the narrative rests upon a definite though slight historical basis. 
If so, it is doubly valuable owing to the ‘ total absence’ hitherto 
of any record of the proceedings of the Commons in the Chapter 
House until the beginning of the Journals in 1547.1 

The admirable account of the debates in Parliament 1s on a 
different footing. The author, if not an eye-witness or deriving 
his information directly from an eye-witness, must be credited 
with a literary imagination of a very high order. The former is 
perhaps the more probable conclusion, and there is nothing m the 
matter of his account to contradict it. His accuracy can be checked 
by the Parliament Roll to which he adds something of fact, as has 
been said, and much more about procedure. As to the latter we 
may note as of special interest Peter de la Mare’s refusal to address 
the Lords until all the Commons had been admitted, his dramatic 
quotation from a book of the Statutes, his protestation that no slip 
of his in speaking was to bind the Commons, and the claim to amend 
such fault by consultation with his companions. The fact, too, 
that Parliament is still a single chamber assembly comes out again 
and again. Peter de la Mare is chosen to speak for the Commons 
“en le graunt parlement avaunt les... seignours” (p. 83). 
The Commons “ se profrerent dentrer en parlement et vendrent al 
huse de parlement” (p. 83). Instances might be multiplied.

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The important point is, however, that this is the accurate language 
of a contemporary speaking with an intimate knowledge of pro- 
cedure. The whole passage is, moreover, vividly and eloquently 
written, though perhaps in a homely style, and inevitably suggests a 
comparison with the narrative of the Peasants’ Revolt which may 
well have been drawn from the same source. 


V. Ruues aporrep im Prove Taz Text! 


The following rules have been adopted in printing the chronicle : 

1. The text has been transcribed, as far as possible, as it was 
written. The spelling of the scribe and his division of the words,? 
right or wrong, have been retained. No accents have been added 
and no apostrophes. Except for a small number of obvious 
corrections the text has not been emended. 

2. The paragraphs, punctuation and capitals are all those of 
the editor. As regards punctuation the intention has been to 
introduce just so much as to make the chronicle easily intelligible 
to the reader. 

3. The abbreviations have been extended; in particular on 
in the MS. has in every case been printed as oun, dn as aun, and 
G a8 ge; u and v have been written according to modern practice, 
but the letter 7 has been used only as a capital. In the few 
instances in which bone (generally so written) occurs as bone, the 
flat dash has been ignored in printing. 

4. The year dates at the head of the page refer to the first 
and last lines of the left and right hand pages respectively. 

The difficulties encountered in editing the MS. have sprung 
chiefly from the inconsistency of the spelling and the uncertainty 
of the abbreviations. The first of these difficulties scarcely needs 
illustration. A very large number of the words occur in two 
spellings at least, and three are not uncommon, e.g. son, soun, 
sone; enmys, enymys, enemys; seyenur, seignur; Bristowe, 
Brosthowe ; messergers, messengers, Messagers ; Meson, mMeasone ; 
symaignes, semaignes ; illogs, illoeqes, illeoges ; nombre, noumbre ;

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sank, saunk; conseil, counseil; monsire, mounsire; Fraunce, 
Frauns ; fitz, filtz; avantdit, avauntdit ; tenps, temps. 

These variations could be indefinitely increased if the in- 
consistencies in the spelling of the last syllables were included, 
especially of words ending in 6m, e.g. condicion, condicione, 
condicioun ; compaignons, compaignoune, compaignouns ;_ barones, 
barouns, barons; resone, resoun; lectrone, lectroune; castel, 
chastel, chastelle; furrent, furrount; adversere, adversaire ; 
avoit, avoist; vodront, vodrount; vener, venire; aver, avoir. 
It follows from these examples that the expansion of on could only 
be a matter of guesswork ; and the convention adopted of extending 
it as oun, fails, it must be admitted, to show in what cases the MS. 
reading is 6n, and in what cases oun. With regard to the extension 
of 7, an examination of unabbreviated examples seemed to justify 
the adoption of the form ge, in spite of numerous exceptions ; but 
here again the text fails to distinguish ge when written in full 
from q.1

NOTES 


P. 1, 1.1, Mes le temps . . . Berewyk. See Lanercost, 274, beginning “in 
crastino autem post bellum finitum”’, s.e. the battle of Halidon Hill, the 
point at which the ordinary Brut chronicle ended. The peculiar version to 
which the St. Mary’s writer was adding a continuation extended a little 
further and the result was a certain amount of overlapping. To overcome 
this difficulty the compiler in copying his source, has sometimes omitted 
entries the substance of which was already found in the MS. before him, e.g. 
the death of Louis, bishop of Durham, and the disputed election that followed 
(Ingilby MS. f. 269; Lanercost, 276). In other cases he has adapted his 
source, e.g. in the first sentence the surrender of Berwick, already mentioned 
(f. 269%) in the French Brut is used as a conjunctive clause: similarly Balliol’s 
homage, previously described in the French Brut, is alluded to in a subordinate 
sentence in order to work in the further grant of the five counties (“‘ dautre 
part apres le homage .. .”’, Lanercost, 277). Other entries on pp. 275-276 
of the Lanercost chronicle, which are not found in the present chronicle nor 
the substance of them in the preceding French Brut, may possibly be additions 
by the Lanercost compiler to his Minorite source (cf. above, Introduction, 
p- XXvii). 

P. 1, 1. 28, (les freres Descoces) furrount exiles. See Rot. Scot. i. 258 (August 
10, 1333). This order states that they were to be dispersed among English 
houses. Lanercost (p. 275) adds that the Scotch friars carried off the valuables 
*‘ dicentes quod omnia illa erant deposita domini comitis Patricii”’. 

P. 1,1. 36, Dautre parte apres le homage faite. Cf. above p. “le roi Descoces 
promist etc.” The writer correctly distinguishes two stages in the Scotch 
settlement: (1) Formal cession of Berwick to Edward III. and acknowledg- 
ment of overlordship by Balliol, February 12, 1334 (Fadera, ii. 876; Bain, 
Calendar of Docs. relating to Scotland, iii. 1108, 9). (2) June 19, 1334, at 
Newcastle, Balliol did homage, and by a charter dated June 12 renounced 
all rights to the five counties (Fadera, ii. 888; P.R.O. Scotttsh Docs. (Chapter 
House), 99/40, the original grant with a fine seal). 

P. 4,1. 19, as les freres menours . . . vendrount. ‘ Friars Minors’ is a slip 
of the copyist for ‘ Friars Preachers’. Lanercost (p. 282) adds “licet alii 
ius vendendi nec ipsi ius emendi haberent ’’—clearly the comment of the 
original Minorite author upon the transaction. 

P. 5, 1. 3, pres . . . de Southamptoun: 1. 11, pres de Portesmuth. The 
Anonimalle chronicle and Lanercost alone of fourteenth-century chronicles 
mention these attacks. Their evidence is indirectly confirmed by official docu- 
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ments, from which it appears that the French were preparing a fleet to assist 
the Scots in June 1335 and that the raids were expected (Federa, ii. 914, 915, 
916). In March 1336, too, Southampton was allowed to levy certain duties on 
merchandise to defray the cost of walling the town and of building a wooden 
barbican towards the sea (C.P.R. 1334-38, 240). We also hear of an attack 
upon English shipping at the Isle of Wight in August 1336 (Nicholas, History 
of the Royal Navy, ii. 18), which is possibly the same as that here mentioned. 
Both Southampton and Portsmouth were attacked again in 1338 with much 
more disastrous results (Baker, 62 ; Murimuth, 87 ; below, p. 13). 

P. 7, 1. 27, taunge Elgyn ... aiel. This clause, omitted by Lanercost 
(p. 286), occurs in the Historia Anglicana, i. 197, from which it is clear that 
Dounfrees is a mistake for Inverness (Dernesse in Walsingham). Sir Thomas 
Rocelyn’s death, mentioned here and in Walsingham, is also omitted by 
Lanercost. The whole passage, in fact, is more akin to Walsingham than 
to the Lanercost chronicle. Its ultimate source is perhaps John of Tyne- 
mouth’s Historia Aurea (cf. below, p. 13, the description of the siege of 
Dunbar and of the burning of Portsmouth). See Horstmann, Nova Legenda 
Anglie, i. xlix; cf. Hemingburgh, ii. 311, 315. 

P. 10, 1. 9, od graunde haste. For the King’s itinerary see P.R.O. Ezx- 
chequer Accounts, 388/2. From May 28-31 the King was at Stamford in 
Lincolnshire where he held an important council. He set out for Scotland 
on June 1, was at Durham on June 3, and at Callander by June 10. 

P. 13, 1. 19, applterount a Portesmuth. 1328 is an obvious scribal error for 
1338. This entry has been omitted by Lanercost, perhape because the 
compiler believed it to be a repetition of the entry describing a similar raid 
in 1335 (above, p. 5). But the attack is well attested by other sources 
(Hemingburgh, ii. 315; C.Cl.R. 1337-39, 406). Southampton was burnt 
by the French in October of the same year (Murimuth, 87 ; Baker, 62). 

P. 14, 1. 3, vindrent deux cardynales. The St. Mary’s compiler seems 
to have compressed into one, the two entries of his original (of. Lanercost, 
295 and 317) describing the arrival and departure of the cardinals. They 
seem to have arrived in England early in December 1337, not after Christmas 
as the Lanercost chronicle states, while the Anonimalle chronicler has 
apparently confused their arrival with their departure (Déprez, Les Pré- 
liminatres de la guerre de cent ans, 180). The archbishop of Canterbury and 
the bishop of Durham returned with them to France on July 11, 1338; their 
embassy lasted until October 1339. For their pay and expenses see P.R.O. 
Exchequer Accounts, 311/35, 36. 

P. 14, 1. 40, le rot de Fraunce ... devers Braban. The scribe has mis- 
understood or miscopied his original. See Lanercost, 318, ‘‘in ducatum 
Brabantiae rex Anglie est reversus ’’. 

P. 15, 1. 14, pees et bone acorde. At this point there occur in the Lanercoet 
chronicle (pp. 319-332) three letters of Edward III. to the Pope (one written 
before the Thiérache campaign and two after it) and a pedigree (French) 
with an explanation. A copy of the latter is found on f. 2 of the Ingilby 
MS.: it may therefore be inferred that it found a place in the Minorite 
chronicle. Cf. Introduction, p. xx. 

P. 16, 1. 27, ovesge ceccris neofes. The Lanercost chronicle (p. 333) says 
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147. Geoffrey le Baker (p. 68) 260 ‘magnas et parvas’; and this agrees 
roughly with the independent estimate of Nicholas (History of the Royal Navy, 
ii. 48). Edward III.’s dispatch gives the number of the French “ships, 
galleys and great barges’ as 190 (Nicholas, ii. 502). According to Froissart 
(ed. Lettenhove, iii. 194) the number of Edward’s forces was “iv” hommes 
d’armes et xii™ archiers”. The battle was fought on June 24, not the 23rd 
(Federa, ii. 1129). 

P. 17, 1. 18, adonges vendrent deux cardynales. Walsingham (i. 230) also 
describes the truce of Esplechin as brought about by two cardinals, but it 
was really due to the mediation of the widowed countess of Hainault (Froissart, 
ii. 79-82). The account in the preceding paragraph of Edward III.’s offer 
of single combat is taken verbatim from the letter printed in Federa, ii. 1131. 
The same is true of Lanercost (p. 334), from which it appears that the précis 
was the work of the Minorite writer from whom both the Anonimalle and 
Lanercost chroniclers copied. On the question of single combat see Huizinga, 
The Waning of the Middle Ages, 85. 

P. 18, 1. 16, Henry de Lancastre. There are several inaccuracies in this 
brief account of Derby’s campaign. The expedition sailed in July 1345, 
not 1344 as the chronicler with Jean le Bel and Froissart states, and the date 
given for the landing (August 22) is much too late. Aiguillon was captured 
early in 1347, not in August as stated in the text. The chronicler seems to 
have confused the date of capture with that of the raising of the siege. Louis 
of Poitiers was killed, and not captured, at the battle of Auberoche (Froissart, 
iii. xvi, who makes the same mistake). This entry does not occur in the 
Lanercost chronicle. 

P. 19 1. 14, Donkal Makduel. The story of the capture of Duncan 
Macdowell (which is not found in the Lanercost chronicle) is confirmed by 
official documents from which it is possible to summarise his frequent ter- 
giversations. By May 1341 he had changed back to the English side after 
his temporary lapse in 1334 (above, p. 2; Rot. Scot. i. 608); and he was 
still loyal at the end of 1342, when his peel of Estholme was revictualled by 
English merchants (Rot. Scot. i. 6346). Our next information is of his capture 
as here narrated, before which date he had presumably changed sides again. 
On June 14, 1346, Thomas de Lucy surrendered Macdowell and his eldest 
son to the King, in return for 700 marks from the issues of the county of 
Cumberland (C.CI.R. 1346-49, 81, 563). Sent from London to Rochester 
early in 1347, father and son were transferred on September 7 from Rochester 
castle to York, there to be handed over to Henry de Percy and Ralph de 
Neville (C.CI.R. 1346-49, 252, 384-385). Negotiations apparently led to 
their release, after renewing their allegiance to Edward III. Finally, in 
August 1353 Macdowell’s lands were seized by the English Crown on the 
news that he had “‘ once more joined the king’s enemies contrary to his oath ”’ 
(Fadera, iii. 262. See, too, Bain, Cal. of Docs. relating to Scotland, iii. 541). 

P. 19, 1. 20, le vits kin. de Novembre. 1. 28, en le mots de Julit. The chronicler 
was very well informed regarding these raids. David Bruce, with the earl 
of Moray, William Douglas, and a large army, crossed the border October 
24, 1345, and ravaged the country for six days. He entered England again 
on Monday, July 24, 1346, and carried out a similar raid (Cal. Ing. Misc. 
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1307-49, No. 205, with a long list of the towns burnt; C.CI.R. 1346-49, 
448). 
P. 19, 1. 36, a Hogges en Normandie. At this point the chronicler has 
embodied in his narrative the substance of Edward III.’s letter to the arch- 
bishop of York (July 30), a full copy of which is in Lanercost (p. 342). Another 
letter of Edward III. to Thomas de Lucy (September 3) repeats verbatim the 
letter to the archbishop, and adds to it an account of the rest of the campaign 
(Michel, Chandos Herald, 307). 

The relation of the Anonimalle writer's account of the Crecy campaign 
to that found in Lanercost is very hard to settle. The Lanercost narrative 
consists of (a) the letter to the archbishop mentioned above, which extends 
to the capture of Caen ; (b) a brief summary of the march from this point and 
of the battle of Creey, apparently derived from Richard de Wynkeley’s letter 
(Murimuth, 215), except for the list of casualties. The Anonimalle writer 
agrees (as explained above) as far as the capture of Caen, from which point 
the text follows that of the letter to Thomas de Lucy (with certain additions 
noted below) up to, but not including the account of Crecy. This was perhaps 
derived from still another (unidentified) letter. The list of casualties, too, 
differs both from that in Lanercost and that of the letter to Thomas de Lucy. 
To explain how such different accounts were derived from a common source, 
one may suppose that the Minorite chronicle contained several of these 
dispatches, from which the Lanercost compiler made one selection and the 
Anonimalle writer another. Another possibility is that the Anonimalle 
version embodies additional material from another source. 

Rather different accounts of the exploits of Thomas Colville will be found 
in Hulogium Historiarum, iii. 210 and Gesta Abbatum Mon. S. Albani, ii. 376. 
Two passages in the text are found only in French chronicles, viz. the capture 
of Montjoie and the King’s occupation of the Dominican nunnery at Poissy 
(cf. Moisant, Le Prince Notr en Aquitaine, 169-171, where the king is stated to 
have lodged in the new palace “ iuxta prioratum ville decentissimum ’’). 

P. 22, 1. 7, sire Thomas Colvyle. Sir Thomas Colville of Bukdensike, 
Yearsley (co. Yorks), was a member of the royal household, and had a retinue 
of twenty during the Crecy campaign (Wrottesley, Crecy and Calats, 37, 200; 
C.P.R., 1345-48, 534; 1348-50, 66; cf. Knighton, ii. 102, which may refer 
to the same man; John of Gaunt’s Register, ed. Smith, ii. No. 1288). The 
story in the text is also found (with variations) in the Gesta Abbatum of St. 
Albans, ii. 376, and in the Hulogium, iii. 210. His family were patrons of 
Byland Abbey (V.C.H., North Riding, ii. 14). 

P. 22, 1. 27, et entour le haute none. For this short account of the battle 
of Crecy, the chronicler, who at this point departs from the text of Edward 
ITI.’s letter to Thomas de Lucy (Michel, Chandos Herald, 307), must have 
turned to some fresh source that has not been identified. 

Most authorities confirm the statement that the Black Prince led the first 
‘battle’ (Murimuth, 246, “ primam (aciem) habuerunt princeps Wallie, 
comes Northamptonie constabularius et comes Warewyk marescallus exer- 
citus’’): but Murimuth, Baker and Avesbury (Northburgh’s letter) all say 
the battle began about sunset. All accounts stress the prowess of the Prince 
of Wales, who was apparently reinforced at a critical moment by the third 
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‘ battle ’ commanded by the bishop of Durham and the earls of Suffolk and 
Huntingdon (Wrottesley, Crecy and Calats, 31-35; Baker, 261). 

What purports to be a detailed list of the English ‘retinues’ during the 
Crecy campaign has been printed in the Ordinances for the Government of the 
Royal Household (1790), 1-12, and in Wrottesley, Crecy and Calais, 193-204. 
This document claims to be derived from the Wardrobe accounts of Walter de 
Wetwang from the eighteenth to the twenty-first year of Edward III. Wet- 
wang’s extant accounts (Exchequer Accounts, 390/12, 391/9) do not contain the 
information necessary to draw up such a list. The two versions are from 
sixteenth-century MSS. which differ from each other in detail, and are marked 
by various anachronisms; and the whole thing has at first sight the air of 
a Tudor forgery. On a closer consideration, however, it seems more likely 
that the document, however corrupt in its present form, is based on a lost 
account of Wetwang. The grounds for this view are (1) the occurrence of a 
substantial portion of the information in it in a fifteenth-century version of 
the English Brut (ed. Brie, E.E.T.S. ii. 538-541), stated to be derived from the 
“‘rolles of the retinue’”’; (2) the analogous account of William Farley for 
1359-60 (Exchequer Accounts, 393/11), the ‘ vadia guerre’ section of which 
contains all the necessary material for a statistical analysis of the ‘ retinues ’ 
on the lines of that printed by Wrottesley. Wetwang must have presented a 
similar account for the years 18-21 Edward III., which has since disappeared. 
See below, p. 167. 

P. 23, 1.11, Sabaudy de Aumarle. This is a blunder of the scribe which 
conceals two names, viz. the counts of Savoy and Aumale: incidentally it 
betrays the fact that the chronicler’s source was written in Latin. The 
official tone of the concluding sentences, “les nouns de ceaux ge furent pris 
al iournee ne sount point yssi escriptz,” suggests that the source was a news- 
letter with a list of casualties attached. Like all other lists of the fallen it is 
extremely inaccurate: see Baker, 262; Froissart, iii.:lxi.; Murimuth 
(ed. Hog), 176. 

P. 23, 1.17, un an entier et pluts. The same error occurs in Walsingham 
(i. 269) and in Polychronicon (viii. 342). The siege lasted from September 4, 
1346, to August 3, 1347 (Tait, John of Reading, 231). 

P. 26, 1. 40, Johan de Nevylle soun fitz. Eldest son of Ralph Neville of 
Raby, who had married Alice, daughter of Hugh de Audley of Stratton 
Audley, co. Oxford. In the majority of inquisitions taken after his father’s 
death in 1367 he is stated to have been thirty-eight years of age, and was thus 
born in or about the year 1329 (I.P.M. (Chancery), Edward III., file 195 ; 
cf. C.Cl.R., 1349-54, 464; 1364-68, 355). I have found no confirmation of 
the statement that he took part in the battle of Crecy : possibly the chronicler 
has confused him with sir John Neville of Essex (Wrottesley, Crecy and Calais, 
200). 

P. 27, 1. 28, furent occys de Lescoces. This valuable list of Scotch casualties 
is not found in Lanercost. Other lists, with none of which it agrees, are in 
Knighton, ii. 43 ; Baker, 88, 265; and Froissart (ed. Lettenhove, v. 491). To 
some extent they can be checked by the names of the Scotch prisoners in 
Federa, iii. 95, from which it appears that Henry de Douglas should be 
John Douglas, and that William Ramsey, Thomas Boyd, William More, 
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Henry Ramsey, Patrick of Dunbar and Patrick Heryng were not killed, as 
is here stated, but taken prisoners. On the other hand, Thomas Charteris 
and Adam Nicholson, who appear as prisoners, seem to have been killed 
(Bain, Cal. of Docs. relating to Scotland, iii., lii; Baker and Knighton). The 
chronicler adds certain new names, which do not seem to be mentioned else- 
where, viz. Alexander de Rathe and William Wiseman killed, and William 

de Conyngston captured. 

For the relation of the Anonimalle writer’s account of the battle to that 
of Lanercost see the Introduction, p. xxvii. It seems probable that the 
Lanercost compiler rewrote the greater part of the account he found in the 
Minorite chronicle, omitting in the process a good deal of information which 
has been preserved by the more careful York writer. In addition to the long 
list of Scotch casualties may be noted the fuller list of the English leaders 
and the reference to John, son of Ralph de Neville. There is no need to 
suppose that the York writer was using an additional source, though that of 
course is possible. 

P. 29, 1. 12, le fest de seint Michael. The narrative of the siege of 
Calais resumed from p.23 above. The chronicler’s date for these operations 
is some two months too late, Calais having surrendered on August 3, 
1347. Edward’s entry into Calais three days before ‘the commons’ and 
the appointments of John of Cheverston and Thomas of Kingston are 
not mentioned by the other chroniclers. With regard to the former of these 
the chronicler is not quite accurate. John of Cheverston was made captain 
and guardian (custos) of Calais on December 1, 1347 (Fadera, iii. 142), in 
succession to John de Montgomery, who had himself succeeded John de 
Beauchamp, appointed in September 1347 (Fadera, iii. 138, 181; C.P.R., 
1348-50, 172; Chronique Normand, 281). The appointment of Thomas of 
Kingston as constable is indirectly confirmed by Baker’s story (pp. 105, 276) 
of the attempt to retake Calais. He was still constable in 1350 (C.P.R., 
1348-50, 590). 

P. 29, 1. 22, ils avoint maungez . . . lour chyvaur. The ultimate source of 
this sentence seems to be the letter of the captain of Calais to the French king 
(Avesbury, 386), “car sachietz qe ly naad riens ge ne soit tout maunge, et 
lez cheens et les chates et lez chevals ”’ (cf. Tait, John of Reading, 235-237). 

P. 30, 1. 18, la primer mortalite. There is a difference of opinion among the 
chroniclers as to where the plague came into England. The chronicle of 
Melsa (iii. 68) agrees with the Anonimalle writer that it was at Bristol: other 
authorities give various towns on the south coast (e.g. Knighton (ii. 61), 
Southampton: Ewlogium Historiarum (iii. 213), Melcombe in Dorset). The 
phrase ‘the living scarcely sufficed to bury the dead’ occurs also in the 
St. Albans chronicles (Chronicon Anglie, 27), in the chronicle of Melsa and 
in the Eulogium. 

The plague seems to have reached the province of York by March 1349 
(Letters from Northern Registers, 395, 399). According to Thomas Stubbs 
(Htst. of the Church of York, ii. 418) it was at its height at York from May 21 
to July 25, 1349. For notices of the second, third and other mortalities see 
below, pp. 50, 58, 75, 79, 124. 

P, 31, 1. 7, en le mere au Romnaye. The battle is described at length by 
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Froissart (iv. 88 seg.), who says that the Spanish ships were laden “ de draps, 
de toilles et de tout ce que bon et pourfitable leur sembloit pour remener en 
lour pays”: but Froissart throws no light on the curious reference to the 
** quatre ammyrailles de Spaygne’’. Avesbury (p. 412), who agrees with the 
York writer as to the date of the battle, says the Spanish fleet was laden 
**cum multis mercimoniis, precipue diversis pannis emptis in Flandria’’. The 
York writer seems to imply that the Spaniards were merely masquerading 
as a merchant fleet. 

P. 31, 1. 13, deux chyvalers de estraunge terre. The duel took place on 
October 4, 1350, the two combatants being Thomas de la Marche, a bastard 
of the French royal house, of undetermined parentage, and John Visconti, an 
official of the king of Cyprus. 

The chronicler is wrong in saying the bastard was defeated, but his error 
seems to have arisen from an earlier confusion of names in his sources. John 
of Reading, the earliest authority, calls the bastard John and says ‘ cessit 
victoria dicto Johanni’. This phrase probably occurred in the Anonimalle 
writer's source and misled him. That this source was Reading’s own chronicle 
is improbable, since Reading only knows of John Visconti as “ quemdam 
militem de Cypres”’. It is possible, however, that the Anonimalle chronicler 
was trying to reconcile Reading (or a common source) with some other 
summary chronicle which contained the name of John Visconti. In this 
connection it is worth noting that the chronicler has, like Reading, the date 
‘about Michaelmas’, which is not found in the Polychronicon or in the St. 
Albans chronicles. (See Tait, John of Reading, 246-247.) 

P. 31, 1. 17, le lundy proschein. . . . Purtficacton. I.e. Monday, February 6, 
1352, according to the chronicler’s usual method of dating. The parlia- 
ment actually met on February 9, 1351 (Rot. Parl. ii. 225). The grant to 
the earl of Lancaster, dated March 6, included “‘quecumque . . . iura 
regalia ad comitem palatinum pertinencia ” (Report on the Dignity of a 
Peer, v. 47). 

P. 31, 1. 28, solempnez messagers al pape. This embassy went to Avignon 
in the autumn of 1354, not 1352 as here stated (Tait, John of Reading, 195, 
256, 359; Baker, 123, 289). The error in date is doubtless due to the fact 
that the story of the embassy immediately followed the notice of Clement VI.’s 
death, an order of events found also in Baker. 

The allusion to the two cardinals at Calais refers to the truce of 1347 
(Avesbury, 396). There does not seem to be elsewhere any allusion to the 
difficulty the messengers found in getting back to England. 

P. 32, 1. 7, sire Willtam Bateman. Bateman died on January 6, 1355, 
and was buried before the high altar in the cathedral of Avignon (Peck, 
Desiderata Curiosa, vii. No. 1; Blomefield, Norfolk, iii. 513, “‘ in ecclesia B.M. 
iuxta palacium apostolicum,” from the Register). 

The chronology at this point is very confused. The parliament of February 
1351, the creation of Henry, earl of Lancaster as duke of Lancaster on 
March 6, 1351, and the other creations, would, if the chronicler followed his 
usual practice, have been put under the year 1350. The pope died in December 
1352, not 1351, while of the series of events loosely grouped under 1352 all 
belong to 1354 or 1355 except the death of the archbishop of York (July 1352). 
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For the treaty with Charles the Bad of Navarre see Tait, John of Reading, 
256; Baker, 290. 

P. 32, 1. 23, en le fest del nativite de Nostre Dame. Thomas Stubbe (Hist. of 
the Church of York, ii. 419) also states that John de Thoresby was enthroned 
on the feast of the Nativity (September 8), but distinctly gives as the year 
1354, ‘‘in the third year of his pontificate’’. On the other hand, Stubbs’ 
narrative implies that this was his first visit to York after his translation, 
while we know that Thoresby set out for York early in August 1353 (C.CI.R., 
1349-54, 619). 

P. 32, 1. 34, retournerent a Sandewiche. This is an error; the fleet put into 
Portsmouth (Rot. Parl. ii. 264; Avesbury, 426). For Thérouanne and 
Blangy see Froissart, iv., lvi. 143, 147. 

P. 33, 1. 15, une graunde enfirmite. The same affliction is described—very 
differently—in Knighton (ii. 81). 

P. 34, 1.1, al . . . ville de Novelchastelle. Edward III.’s elaborate pre- 
parations against the Scots are set out in the Rot. Scot. (i. 782, 787). A 
slightly different account of the expedition is given by Avesbury (p. 455) and 
Knighton (ii. 85). 

John de Coupland appears as keeper of the town of Berwick on June 11, 
1356 (Rot. Scot. i. 7955; of. Hachequer Accounts, 27/27, 482/27). The 
chronicler omits to mention Balliol’s cession of his Scottish rights to 
Edward III. 

P. 34, ]. 31, la sotournent z tours. The Black Prince remained at Bordeaux 
from September 20, 1355 (at latest) until October 6 following (Tait, John of 
Reading, 260). By dating the Prince’s voyage to Gascony after the King’s 
return from Scotland, the writer incorrectly pute the former into 1356. The 
chronicler’s account of this autumn expedition is in substantial agreement 
with Baker and Avesbury without apparently being derived from either. 
The expression ‘moun dit tresnoble prince’ rather suggests a poetical source 
or perhaps a letter. The position of Castelnaudary is obviously misconceived 
by the chronicler. 

P. 35, 1. 25, removere de Burdeux. The Black Prince’s chivache is already 
known in such detail that the Anonimalle author, good as his account is, has 
little to add. The chief points of interest are : 

(1) The date given for leaving Bordeaux—July 22—is too late. The 
correct date is July 6 (Delachenal, Hist. de Charles V, i. 191). 

(2) The account of the siege of Romorantin is apparently a wilful perversion 
of the truth due to patriotic prejudice. Apart from the failure to distinguish 
the capture of the town on August 31 from the capture of the donjon on 
September 3 (Hulogium Historsarum, iii. 219; Le Bel, ed. Viard and Déprez, 
ii. 231), the compiler has ingeniously represented the period of eight days 
which were required to subdue the town and castle as a truce magnanimously 
granted by the Prince. 

(3) The prisoners taken on Saturday, September 17, were the counts of 
Joigny, of Auxerre, and Jean de Chatillon-sur-Marme. The third name given 
by the Anonimalle chronicler (viz. Sawsere) is a corruption of Auxerre found 
in the letter of the Prince to the city of London (Delachenal, op. cit. 207). 
The estimate of the number of the other prisoners (800) is excessive. 
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(4) That the Black Prince’s army passed the Saturday night in a little 
wood near a stream, as the Anonimalle writer says, seems to be correct, but 
cannot be reconciled with the statement that they suffered greatly from 
lack of water (Hulogium, iii. 222). 

(5) As elsewhere, the chronicler’s use of the expression ‘ mon dit prince’ 
suggests that he was using a letter as the source of his narrative. On certain 
points he supplies valuable details, e.g. the French army was encamped on 
the night of the 17th “‘ sur le mount devant Poyters”’; the distance between 
the English and the French on the Sunday, “al trete de un archere entre les 
deux hostes”’; the modest estimate of the number of knights and archers 
who rallied under Warwick and Salisbury to the Prince’s assistance in the 
final struggle against king John’s ‘ battle’. 

P. 38, 1. 7, removerent ... devers Poyters. This is incorrect. The 
Black Prince was continuing his retreat to the south, and so moving away 
from Poitiers, but the chronicler—like Geoffrey le Baker—is trying to disguise 
the fact. Apart from this difference, the opening phase of the battle here 
described closely resembles that of the Chandos Herald (ll. 1205 seq.). The 
earl of Warwick, who led the vanguard in this retreat, moved laterally across 
the front of the French army and with some difficulty succeeded in convoying 
the baggage across the Miosson. The second and third ‘ battles’ must have 
been placed in such a way as to protect this hazardous operation. Warwick's 
movement (much disguised) is described by Baker (p. 146), who, however, 
incorrectly attributes it to the Prince’s ‘ battle’ : 


Inter nostros et montem erant ampla profundaque vallis et mariscus, torrente 
quodam irriguus. Ad satis angustum vadum principis turma cum cariagiis 
torrentem preterivit. 


The ‘satis angustum vadum’ is the ‘ estreit causee’ of the Anonimalle 
chronicler traversing the ‘rivicre’ of the Chandos Herald, t.e. the Miosson. 
Similarly all three accounts spécifically mention the baggage (cartagia)—a 
clear indication that they are docscribing a retreat. At what point did 
Warwick cross the Miosson? The answer, hitherto purely conjectural, is 
apparently supplied by the Anonimalle chronicler. The passage was made, 
he says, ‘‘ou trova une ville od une chastelle fraunceis”’. The description 
fits the village of Nouaillé, and there can be little doubt that the identification 
is correct. With this point fixed it is possible to fix the ford by which 
he re-crossed to Salisbury’s assistance as either the gue de [homme or the 
gue de Russon (see map at the end of volume i. of Delachenal). These 
identifications, based simply on the evidence of the Anonimalle chronicle, 
are the same as those of Delachenal, whose views rested on a study of all the 
contemporary evidence. Indeed, on the documents extant it is impossible 
to reject Delachenal’s main conclusions as to the rough positions of the two 
armies on the morning of September 19 and Warwick’s movement across the 
river. The present chronicle confirms in a precise manner the evidence of 
Baker and the Chandos Herald, and all three bear out the Prince’s own words, 
“pur defaute des vitailles . . . acorde estoit qe nous deveriens prendre 
nostre chemyn en costeant par devant eux’’, etc. On the other hand, 
Delachenal’s reconstruction of the tactical details of the actual battle is, 
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like all other accounts, open to insuperable objections (Delachenal, i. 228 ; 
cf. T. F. Tout in #.H.R. xxv. 158). 

P. 39, 1. 13, fors cardynal Perago. The story of how the news of the 
battle of Poitiers came to Avignon and to cardinal Talleyrand is not, 
apparently, found elsewhere. It is difficult, if not impossible, to reconcile 
it with the fact—mentioned by the chronicler—that Talleyrand was himeelf 
present at the battle. The purpose of the story seems to be to clear the 
reputation of Talleyrand, who, according to Baker (p. 155), was suspected 
by the Black Prince of having prolonged the negotiations before the battle 
in the interests of the French. 

P. 40, 1. 13, trots cardinales. The three cardinals were Talleyrand de 
Périgord, cardinal bishop of Albano, Nicholas Capocci, bishop of Urgel, and 
Pierre de la Forét, archbishop of Rouen and cardinal priest of the church 
of the Twelve Apostles. The first two were papal legates and the third, one 
of the French ambassadors (Tait, John of Reading, 268; Delachenal, i. 307). 
The scribe in writing Bowayn has misread (as often) a capital R. 

The account of the Bordeaux negotiations is misleading. The truce 
was signed at Bordeaux on March 23, 1357 (Federa, iii. 353, 359). One 
of its terms was that the siege of Rennes should be raised forthwith; but 
Lancaster continued the siege till July, when he was ‘ bought off’ by the 
defenders at a heavy price. After the conclusion of the truce the negotiations 
for a definitive peace were transferred to England. The chronicler alludes 
to these negotiations, below, p. 43. The treaty was not made, and, as the 
chronicler says, “after a year and more’’ the cardinals left England in 
September 1358. ; 

P. 41, 1. 11, le dit roy de Frauns . . . devers Londres. The Chronicon 
Anonym Cantuariensis (Tait, John of Reading, 206) has a similar though 
independent account of the Black Prince’s reception by the Londoners. The 
sombre dress of the French king equally impressed this Canterbury chronicler, 
who describes him as “ indutus una roba de nigra mixtura furrata de minuto 
vario, more archidiaconi vel alterius clerici secularis ’’. 

P. 44, 1. 6, markys de Miseyn et mounsire Henrt count de Flaundres. The 
marquis or margrave of Meissen was the most prominent of the purely 
German mercenaries who had taken the English side. For Henry of Flanders 
see Viard and Deprez, Jean le Bel, ii. 293; he had in his train 200 men-at- 
arms (Froissart, v. 194). Both took part in Lancaster’s preliminary chivache, 
and the margrave in the main expedition also, as far as the neighbourhood 
of Troyes (Froissart, v. 397, 401; Delachenal, ii. 162). Froissart describes 
the claims for losses put forward by the foreign allies, and suggests that 
Edward regarded them as an embarrassment. In England wild rumours 
were rife of excesses committed by these mercenaries at Calais (e.g. Knighton, 
ii. 105). The Anonimalle writer’s curious blunder in attributing to two of 
the most respectable the intention of besieging Calais may have sprung 
from a misunderstanding of his source; he may, for example, be reproducing 
some such account as Knighton’s in an exaggerated form (cf. Delachenal, 
ii. 147). 

P. 44, 1. 13, a la cite Arras. So far in agreement with Froissart (v. 392). 
From this point the chronicler assigns too wide a sweep to Lancaster's 
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itinerary, viz. from Arras to Cambrai and thence to St. Quentin, where he 
is said to have received the king’s order to return to Calais. The actual 
itinerary was by Bapaume to Bray-sur-Somme; thence to Cerisy-Gailly, 
where he crossed the Somme, but was then recalled by Edward III. (De- 
lachenal, ii. 148). 

P. 44, 1. 21, a le fest de seint Michel. For Edward III.’s expedition in the 
winter of 1359 and the following spring see Delachenal, ii. 146 seg. Though 
not apparently derived from existing narratives, the account of the Anonimalle 
chronicler agrees with them in its main lines. There are a certain number 
of inaccuracies, and also certain items of fresh information. The chief points 
are : 

(1) Edward’s landing in France is dated just a month too early. 

(2) The chronicler agrees with Le Bel and Froissart in stating that Edward 
set out from Calais before Lancaster had returned from his chivache, and 
that the junction of the two armies was effected some distance from Calais. 
(This is rejected by Delachenal, ii. 151.) 

(3) The disposition of the army in three parallel columns at twenty or 
thirty leagues distance is clearly set out (cf. Delachenal, ii. 151, note 3). 

(4) The account of the operations at Rheims is very inadequate. The 
fruitless six-weeks siege is glossed over by the statement ‘‘ environerent le 
citee trois semaignes ou pluis ”’. 

(5) The interesting story of Edward’s pilgrimage (p. 45) to the shrine 
of St. Edmund at Pontigny is not found elsewhere, and his severe orders 
against pillage require at least to be weighed against the general assumption 
that the abbey was plundered (Denifle, La Désolation, etc., i. 249; Froissart, 
v. Ixv. 415 ; Delachenal, ii. 163). 

(6) Chanteloup, where Edward is known to have stayed, seems to be 
intended by “une ville et belle manoir du roy de Frauns pred une chastelle 
qe lem appelle Mount Henri (i.e. Montlhéry) pred del priorie de Longe Pounte ”’ 
—which accurately describes its position. The dates given for the halt 
here (March 28 to April 8) differ slightly from those in the Grandes Chroniques 
(ed. Delachenal, i. 256), with which account the itinerary about Paris is in 
substantial agreement. The statement that Edward remained within two 
leagues of Chartres is borne out by the dates of Privy Seals (Lemoine, Chron. 
de Richard Lescot, 209). Edward was at Sours, near Chartres, on May 6, 6, 
8 and 9). 

A most valuable source for this campaign is the wardrobe account of 
William Farley (Exchequer Accounts, 393/11). It contains a list of the chief 
commanders with the number of their retinues carefully classified. A few 
extracts are added here for the light they throw on the itinerary :

P. 47,1. 11, trots mille et demy dore. The MS. reads ‘‘trois mille et d’ dore”’ ; 
it seems Jikely that the chronicler’s source read “ trois mille scutes dore”’ or 
*‘ecus dore’”’ and that the scribe made an error in transcription. 

The Anonimalle writer here summarises the treaty of Bretigny, which 
he considers (incorrectly—like John of Reading) to have been fully ratified 
at Calais (Delachenal, ii. chap. vi.; Tait, John of Reading, 286). It should 
be noticed that the lists of French and English magnates inserted by the 
chronicler are in each case those of the whole council at Calais. They do 
not at any rate correspond with either the list of the forty hostages for the 
treaty of Bretigny (Delachenal, ii. 205) or of those who swore to the peace 
of Calais (Delachenal, ii. 255, 6). I have not been able to trace the source 
of these lists. 

The chronology is weak at this point. The chronicler seems to have 
thought that more than a year elapsed between the treaty of Bretigny and 
the ratification at Calais (“si endurra le dite counseil une an ou pluis”’, 
p. 48). 

The peace negotiations of these years were very complicated. There 
were, broadly speaking, four stages. (1) Preliminaries of peace agreed upon 
at Windsor, May 8, 1358 (“‘ First Treaty of London”’). These fell through 
almost at once. (2) Treaty of London, March 24, 1359. This was not 
accepted by the French Estates. Edward III.’s expedition to France in the 
autumn of 1359 followed. (3) Treaty of Bretigny, May 8, 1360, which was 
(4) ratified at Calais, October 24, 1360. Except for his reference to the 
unsuccessful visit of the cardinals to England on p. 43 (who returned to 
France in September 1358) the compiler ignores (1) and (2). 

P. 49, 1. 18, le roy... sen departie. This account of the itinerary of 
the English army after the treaty of Bretigny is peculiarly full and valuable 
(see Maxwell, Scalacronica, 161; Delachenal, Chron. des Regnes de Jean II, 
etc., i. 318—neither of which is so complete). Some further details are 
supplied by the extracts from Farley’s account above. 

The whole paragraph is out of its proper place in the narrative. It seems 
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likely that in the source from which the chronicler was drawing it occurred 
immediately after the paragraph describing the treaty of Bretigny (ending 
“‘tost qils purroient’”’, p. 47). The explanation may be that the chronicler 
was trying to co-ordinate two distinct narratives, and perhaps at the same 
time to abbreviate them. 

P. 50, 1. 5, la secunde pestilence. The pestilence of 1361 is described by 
John of Reading, pp. 150, 364, as ‘“‘sexum masculinum valde consumens ”’. 
Knighton (ii. 116) says with the Anonimalle writer that it was specially fatal 
to children. Compare the chronicle of Melsa (iii. 159), “‘ secunda pestilentia 

. que dicta est pestilentia puerorum”; evidently this was the north- 
country name for it (but cf. below, p. 58). The social effects of this pestilence 
are thus described in the B continuation of the Polychronicon: ‘“ foeminse 

- Sumpserunt maritos tam extraneos quam alios imbeciles et vecordes, 
pudori non parcentes ... se cum inferioribus copulare” (Polychronicon, 
viii. 411). 

P. 60, 1. 15, les clochers de Bury. This reference clears up a difficulty 
familiar to students of the abbey of St. Edmund. Dr. M. R. James has 
printed (“‘ On the Abbey of St. Edmund at Bury”, Proc. of the Cambridge 
Antiquarian Soc., 1895, pp. 203, 204) an account of the fall of the “ speciosum 
et valde spectabile . . . campanile”’ at Bury, which he identified with the 
catastrophe of 1210. But the collapse of 1210 took place ‘sine impulsu 
venti’, while the narrative says there was a high wind at the time. It is 
clearly the fall of the tower on January 15, 1362 (the chronicler seems to 
date it a day too soon), that is in question. 

In his Survey of London, Stow notes the fall of the ‘small spired steeple ’ 
of the Austin Friars at London in 1362, and the information may well have 
been drawn from the MS. of the Anonimalle chronicle (Monasticon, viii. 
1594). 

P. 50, 1. 23, morust ... Johan... roy de Frauns. King John died on 
April 8, 1364. On the 18th a funeral service was held in St. Paul’s cathedral. 
The body was then borne via Canterbury (where a second service was held) 
to Paris, and buried at St. Denis on May 7 (Tait, John of Readiny, 216, 368). 
The partition of his remains explains the necessity and significance of these 
preliminary services at St. Paul’s and Canterbury, which are well described 
by John of Reading. The author of the Peterborough chronicle (Sparke, 
Scriptores, i. 136) appears to be the only other writer who mentions the 
bequest of the king’s bowels to St. Paul’s. That his heart was presented to 
Canterbury cathedral is not elsewhere stated, but the statement is borne out 
by the funeral service there and the king’s well-known devotion to the shrine 
of St. Thomas (cf. Delachenal, iii. 18, note 1). The practice of separate 
‘heart burial’ had become fashionable at least a century and a half before 
this time. See J. H. Round, “The Heart of St. Roger” ine 
Archeological Society Transactions, New Series, vol. xvi.). 

P. 50, J. 30, vtendrent al chastelle de Angeoy. The chronicler’s account of 
the battle of Auray is, so far as it goes, correct ; his details can all be verified 
from other sources, and his estimates of the rival forces are much the same 
as those of other chronicles (see Froissart, vi., lxvii-lxxiv; Tait, John of 
Reading, 318, 368). 
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The list of casualties, though it contains a few extra names, is substantially 
the same as that of the anonymous Canterbury chronicle printed by Professor 
Tait. Both fail to distinguish the dead from the captured (Tait, op. cst. 161, 
219, for the identifications of persons and places given in the text). A third 
chronicler, John of Reading, apparently had access to the same list, and like 
the Anonimalle chronicler, estimates the casualties of the winning side as 
only seven in number. 

The chronicler has carelessly inserted a second account of this battle 
almost identical with the first under the year 1374 (below, p. 78). The chief 
difference is in the estimates of those killed on the side of Charles of Blois, 
500 and 900 in the first and second accounts respectively. The second is 
probably a slip of the pen. 

Of Charles of Blois, who lived like a saint and was beatified after his death, 
there is an interesting account in Huizinga, The Waning of the Middle Ages 
(1924), 166. 

P. 51, 1. 30, Alisaundre le graunt. The expedition of Peter, king of Cyprus, 
is told at length in Delaville le Roulx, La France en Orient (i. 118-140). A 
notice of the capture of Alexandria on October 10 is also found in Walsingham 
(i. 301), but it makes no reference to the captive knight of Rhodes, the story 
of whom is introduced by the Anonimalle chronicler to justify the evacuation 
of the town. According to William de Machaut the decision to return to 
their ships was made on October 11 at a council held “‘en une place... 
entre la ville et la mer”’ (La Prise D’ Alexandrie, ll. 3291-3292). The Chron. 
des quatre premiers Valois (ed. Luce, 166) perhaps contains the germ of the 
story in the text. According to this narrative John, prince of Antioch (brother 
of Peter, king of Cyprus), who had taken a prominent part in the capture of 
the town, “‘raconta aux Crestiens come les Sarrazins vendrent sur eulx a 
tres grant et merveilleux peuple’’, and so induced them to retreat before 
superior numbers. 

For Humphrey de Bohun, earl of Hereford’s presence, see Delaville le 
Roulx, ii. 13. The inclusion of Miles de Stapilton of Bedale (co. Yorks) and 
Ingham (co. Norfolk) is incorrect, as he had died in the previous December, 

leaving as heir a minor of the same name (C.P.R., 1364-67, 92). 

' ‘It is clear from the number of protections on the Patent Rolls that in 
the intervals of peace between England and France the English nobility 
went abroad in large numbers to join in the continental wars of the period. 
In January 1363, for instance, Humphrey de Bohun, constable of England, 
Miles de Stapleton, John de Burley, Walter Devereux, and Richard de 
Waldegrave, were at Thorn on the Vistula, where they borrowed 2600 ‘ gold 
shields of France’ from the local merchants, promising on their honour as 
knights (‘honore nostro militari’) to repay their debt at Bruges within 
fourteen days after the following Easter (Anc. Deeds, L. 1638, 1639, and 1989. 
Mr. R. C. Fowler, to whom I owe these references, has pointed out [Archeo- 
logia, vol. Ixxiv.] that the seals which they appended to these deeds, being of 
a foreign type, must have been cut specially for the purpose of making this 
loan.) There is further confirmation that the English were fighting in this 
quarter in the following entry from the chronicler Wigand of Marburg, dated 
by the editor February-March 1364: 
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In hyemali hac intemperie dominus de Hanow intrat Lyvoniam. Demum in 
xl™ marchalkus convocat copiam de longinquis in obsidionem Garten, temptans 
etiam super Rutenis. Anglici quoque cum eo; et dominus de Hanow reversus 
est de Lyvonia propter dictam reysam, ad quam veniunt Anglici erecto vexillo 
sancti Georgii, etc. (Scriptores Rerum Prussicarum, ii. 544; cf. Foedera, iii. 687 ; 
and for the banner of St. George, below, p. 139, and generally Perrin, British Flags). 


Similarly Ingram de Coucy was at Prague in January 1370 (Memoranda 
Roll, K.R., 13 Richard II., Michaelmas communia, Recorda, after roll 18) ; 
ef. Wright’s Political Poems (Rolls Series), i. xliii: Tait, John of Reading, 
339, 340, for the exploits of the earl of Warwick in Lithuania. 

P. 55, 1. 12, Johan Foreys. The chronicler’s rather vague account of the 
Najera campaign is correct as far as it goes but adds little or nothing to our 
knowledge. Even the list of casualties is found both in John of Reading 
and the anonymous Canterbury chronicler (Tait, John of Reading, 183, 
225, to which I owe the names as given in the footnotes to the text). 
Professor Tait suggested (p. 371) the possibility that the author of the 
Canterbury chronicle was “ following a letter written from Spain within a 
month or so of the battle”. The suggestion has since been confirmed by 
Mr. A. E. Prince, who came across a letter from the Black Prince to his wife 
written on Monday, April 5, which is clearly the source of the closing sentences 
of the Canterbury chronicler. I am indebted to Mr. Prince for knowledge 
of this document, which is as follows : 


Treschere et tresentier coer, bien aimez compaigne. Nous vous saluoms de 
tut nostre coer desiraunt ete. [ ] treschere compaigne quant as noveles 
voillez savoir qe auxint avaunt le secounde iour Daprill esteioms logiez [sur] 
leschaumps pres de Naverres et illoesqes avoms novelles qe le Bastard de Spaigne 
ove tut son host estoit logie a dieux lieux de nous sur la ryvere de Nazare; et 
lendemayn cest assavoir bien matyn nous nous deslogeames [pur aler] dever luy 
et y envoiasmes nos scouereures devant pur savoir lestat du dit Bastard, les 
queux nous reporterount qil av(oit] pris sa place et armez ses batailles en un 
bel lieu pur nous attendre et tantost nous nous mesmes en ordinaunce de luy 
combatre est [eauntz] taunt par la volonte et grace de dieux ge le dit Bastard et 
touz les sens furent descomfitz, regracez soit nostre seignur et enfurent mortz 
entre cink ou sys mille des combatauntz et y furent tut pleyn des prisoners des 
queux nous ne savoms mye les nouns a present mes entre aultres estoient pris 
Done Senche frere de dit Bastard, le counte de Denee, monsire Bertram Claykyn, 
le marchal Doudenham, monsire Johan Romery, [monsire Johan] de Neville, le 
conte Craundenn, le Beek de Villains, S[ Jcharibhel, le mestre seynt Jame, 
le mestre seynt Johan, et plusours chastelans qe nous ne savoms nomer iesqes & 
dieux mille prisoners des [gens] destat et le Bastard mesmes, nous ne savoms 
quaunt a present sil estoit pris, mort ou fuy. Et apres le dit iourne nous nous 
logeamez a soir en logges de dit Bastard et en ses tentes mesmes ou nous esteioms 
mieulz esez ge nous ne fuissoms de qatre iours ou cynk devant; et y demorasmes 
lendymain tut le iour et le lundy, cest assavoir le iour de la fesaunce de cestes, 
nous nous deslogeamez et prismes [nostre] chemyn avaunt devers Burges, et 
ensi avaunt en bone complisement de nostre dit viage ove laide de dieux; et 
voilliez savoir treschere compaigne qe nous, nostre frere de Lancastre, et touz les 
genz destat de nostre host sount en bon poynt, dieu mercy, fors soulement monsire 
Johan Ferrers qe moult ad combatu par quoi treschere compaigne et cet (Anc. 
Corres. 42/33). 
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The last two sentences of the Canterbury chronicler are as follows : 


Sed idem princeps nescivit pro certo ubi ipse Bastardus fuerat tempore de- 
victionis dicti belli. Et post haec princeps ipse cum rege Ispaniae iter suum 
arripuit versus Burges civitatem, ubi adinvicem nunc morantur. 


It is clear that the Canterbury writer had this dispatch (among others) 
beside him when he wrote, and that it was also employed by the Anonimalle 
chronicler (or his source), the remark about John Ferrers being copied verbatim 
from the dispatch. The omission of the personal clauses in the letter suggests 
that we have to deal with a transcript forwarded to London from Bordeaux, 
and doubtless afterwards circulated in England, as was done after the battle 
of Crecy. The list of casualties was apparently added as a schedule and 
perhaps some other letter still unidentified. 

P. 56, 1. 27, mounsire Leonel? de Andwerpe. The marriage of Lionel and 
Violante, daughter of Galeazzo, lord of Pavia and niece of Bernarbo the lord 
of Milan, arose out of the earl of Hereford’s mission in July 1366. Galeazzo 
agreed to the match in January 1367, and sent his messengers to England in 
February (Tait, John of Reading, 347, quoting Federa, iii. 797,817). In June 
1367 John of Cobham was sent to Viterbo to secure (among other things) 
the Pope’s assent to the proposed marriage. His ‘credence’, an important 
diplomatic document preserved in Cleopatra, E, ii. f. 104 (112), outlines three 
questions for discussion. 

(1) The provision of William of Wykeham to the see of Winchester. The 
King was still uncertain whether the Pope had finally consented to arrange it. 

(2) The marriage of Lionel and Violante. The Pope, who was anxious to 
break it off, had, it appears, sent secret messengers pointing out that the 
Visconti were not of sufficiently good family to marry into that of Edward III. 
Cobham was to state in reply that the King and his great council were of 
opinion that the marriage could not be given up since no better match was 
possible without a dispensation, and the King had several sons to marry “ qi 
sont de grant age dont serroit grant peril de soeffrir le temps passer”. As 
for the question of birth, Galeazzo had great wealth (“‘richesse a grand 
fuson ’’) and at least “‘ tient grant estat et noble selonc la cours du siecle au 
present ”’. 

(3) The question of King’s clerks unjustly deprived of their benefices by 
the Pope, who was influenced unduly by the intrigues of Alexander de Neville. 
Neville (“‘ qi nest mie de molt grande reputacion as prelatz ne as autres sages 
clercs’’) since his recent return from the papal court “‘ se port molt merveilleuse- 
ment et par autre manere ge nad este fait de nul des subgiz’”’: while at Rome 
he has spoken words “nient veritables enhanceant sa persone demesne et 
moevant le pape encontre le roi”’, and since his return has said a great deal 
more to the King than he was charged with by the Pope. 

P. 57, 1. 5, danz Symonde de Langle. Simon of Langham (co. Rutland) 
was created a cardinal in September 1368: he resigned the archbishopric of 
Canterbury in November, and left England for Rome at the end of February 
1369. He reached the papal court at Montefiascone on May 24 (Armitage 
Robinson in Church Quarterly Review, July 1908). 

The chronicler’s valuable account of Langham’s journey to Rome was, 


‘ 
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as he seems to hint, probably derived from Alexander de Neville—the future 
archbishop of York—who had been a prebendary of York cathedral since 
1361. Neville seems to have gone to Rome early in 1368 (C.P.R., 1367-70, 
189), where he obtained a papal provision to the archdeaconry of Cornwall on 
which he had had claims for some years. The rival candidate (Nicholas de 
Neuton) was summoned by papal mandate to appear before the archbishop 
of York, the abbot of St. Mary’s Abbey and others, and as he failed to appear, 
heavily fined (C.C1.R., 1364-68, 126; C.P.R. 1367-70, 191, 196, 259). Neville’s 
proceedings at Rome were thus well known in St. Mary’s Abbey. 

P. 58, 1. 5, la tierce pestilence. ‘‘ Et nomement des enfants ”’ seems to have 
been added owing to a confusion with the pestilence of 1361 (p. 50). 
The same phrase is used again of the fourth pestilence at York in 1378 
(p. 124). The St. Albans chroniclers state that the third pestilence chiefly 
affected men and the larger animals (‘‘ hominum et grossorum animalium ”’). 
The chronicle of Melsa (iii. 170) merely mentions that the third pestilence 
occurred in this year. 

P. 59, 1. 29, chivacherent devers Arc. There are wide discrepancies between 
the account here given of John of Gaunt’s operations in France in the autumn 
of 1369 and that of Froissart (vii. 164-167, 191-195). The campaign consisted 
of three separate manceuvres, which may be thus distinguished: (A) A pre- 
liminary raid or raids in the Pas-de-Calais. (B) The Tournehem operations. 
(C) The main ‘ chivache’ as far as Harfleur. 

(A) The Anonimalle chronicler describes an extended expedition through 
Thérouanne as far as St. Pol. The Grandes Chroniques (ii. 132) mentions a 
raid as far as Thérouanne and Aire. Froissart mentions two small raids 
towards Guines and Boulogne; but his narrative (which is confused) implies 
that the raiders passed close by Thérouanne. It may be assumed, therefore, 
that a preliminary raid penetrated at least as far as Thérouanne. 

(B) Froissart and the Anonimalle chronicler are in substantial agreement 
with one another and with the other chroniclers. It may be noted that: (1) 
The Anonimalle chronicler’s limiting dates for the halt at Tournehem 
(August 23-September 12) are exactly the same as those of the Grandes 
Chroniques. (2) His reasonable account of the part played by the earl of 
Warwick is much more probable than the exaggerated and inaccurate 
narrative of Walsingham (i. 308). 

(C) is very differently described in the two chronicles. The Anonimalle 
writer says C was a coast raid in which Boulogne was attacked and lewe de 
Staples crossed on the outward journey. Froissart, on the other hand, states 
that the march lay through St. Omer, Thérouanne, Pernes, St. Pol, Lucheux 
and thence to the Somme, from which point the two are more or less in 
harmony. The itinerary, in fact, and the incidents described in Froissart 
as far as the attack on St. Pol, are identical with those of A (the preliminary 
chivache) in the present chronicle. Has the Anonimalle chronicler trans- 
ferred to the first raid incidents which belonged to the second, or Froissart 
transferred to the second incidents which belonged to the first ? 

It is difficult to decide between these alternatives. The Anonimalle 
writer is well informed. He accurately dates John of Gaunt’s arrival at 
Calais as circa August 1 (Froissart, vii. Ixxiii note 1). His statement, 
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too, that Lancaster set out on his long raid from Tournehem without returning 
to Calais is borne out by the Grandes Chroniques and is preferable to Froissart’s 
version. Froissart says Lancaster first returned to Calais, and his error is 
perhaps accounted for by the fact that Warwick (as explained in the text) 
returned from Tournehem to collect the reinforcements (see next note). On 
the other hand the Anonimalle writer’s account cannot be reconciled with the 
attack on Lucheux, which is circumstantially described by Froissart. His 
estimate too of the number of fortresses captured on the first raid (viz. 90) 
seems rather to apply to the second. On the whole, the best ground for 
preferring the Anonimalle writer to Froissart is the fact that where his details 
can be checked they agree very closely with the authoritative Grandes 
Chrontiques. This inspires confidence in the rest of his narrative. 

P. 61, 1. 1, le roy ... envoiea autre efforce. There seems to be no 
reason for doubting either (a) that the arrival of Warwick and Salisbury in 
France was subsequent to that of John of Gaunt, or (b) that Warwick took 
at Tournehem the prominent part here ascribed to him. Both statements 
are supported by Walsingham (i. 308). Both, however, are rejected by 
Mr. Armytage Smith (John of Gaunt, 70, 71), who was influenced by Walsing- 
ham’s exaggerated panegyric upon Warwick and the obviously unfair treat- 
ment of John of Gaunt. The Anonimalle chronicler is fair to both. 

The forms of the place-names are nearly all corrupt. By “le mounte 
de Baligate ’’ seems to be intended the “‘ montem morianum qui vulgo dicitur 
‘ly Calkhul’ ”’ (Walsingham, i. 308), which had been named as a boundary 
in the peace of 1360. A comparison with the text of the Grandes Chroniques 
with which the present chronicle agrees in many details, suggests that Arc 
may be a scribal error for Ardres. That Perle should be Pernes is clear 
from the reference to “sa feme la counteise’’ (Jeanne de Luxembourg) 
who is mentioned in Froissart under the name of Madame de Doaire. The 
identification of Odirwik with Audruicq (Pas-de-Calais) seems likely, but if 
so Hereford must have been operating at some distance from Lancaster. I 
have failed to identify ‘ Chastelle Blaunk.’ 

For the events after the crossing of the Somme the English chronicle is 
less valuable than Froissart. Nevertheless it is a valuable corrective to the 
St. Albans chroniclers, which improperly describe the expedition as a total 
failure. 

P. 62, 1. 13, Hugues Chastellayn. A certain amount of mystery surrounds 
the escape of Hugh de Chatillon from Nottingham castle, which the Anonimalle 
chronicler (below, p. 77) says was contrived ‘‘com fuist dit, par assent et 
aide de les priours aliens de Frauns”’. According to Anselme (Hestotre 
Genealogique (1733), viii. 46) he was set at liberty after being imprisoned 
for two years, receiving from Charles V. a gift of 8000 francs ‘‘ pour aider 
& payer ses dépens, traitez convenances et promesses qu’il avoit été obligé 
de faire pour sa délivrance”’. Froissart, on the other hand, says he had 
been captured by Nicholas of Louvain who was unwilling to release him 
fora ransom. The prisoner’s wife, however, employed ‘a mariner of Sluys’ 
who sought for him in the ‘ march of Northumberland ’, rescued him, and 
brought him back to Flanders (Froissart, viii. 182). Hugh de ChA&tillon 
was again fighting in France by September 1373 (Froissart, viii. cxiv), but 
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as late as 1378 there is the enrolment of a pardon to Peter Gretheved of 
Flanders (presumably the ‘ mariner of Sluys ’ in Froissart) who had contrived 
Hugh’s escape from England. A memorandum states that the pardon was 
sent to Hugh de Calveley, captain of Calais, to be given to Gretheved only if 
he carried out ‘a certain matter undertaken by him for the profit of the 
king and the kingdom ’’. A further entry states that the pardon was cancelled 
and delivered to the keeper of the Privy Seal before the council at Westminster 
in the Star Chamber (C.P.R. 1377-81, 276; Chancery Warrants, 457/497). 
He had evidently not justified expectations. 

P. 63, 1. 20, le manotr de Whitegyft. The manor of Whitgift (co. Yorks.), 
a member of the honour of Knaresburgh, was granted to St. Mary’s Abbey 
by Queen Philippa, who held it for life, for an annual rent of 200 marks (C.F.R. 
1337-47, 55; cf. 1327-37, 447). The King in the eleventh year of his reign 
confirmed the Queen’s grant, with the condition that after her death the 
abbey should continue to hold the manor, paying the same rent to the 
Exchequer. On July 6, 1370, however, the Queen being dead, Edward ITI. 
granted it to Sir Robert Knowles (C.P.R. 1367-70, 453, 4), as related by the 
chronicler, thereby ousting the abbot and convent. They petitioned for its 
restoration (Anctent Petitions, 10362-65), and on July 12, 1372, the grant 
was revoked and the manor taken into the King’s hand. Three days later 
the sheriff was ordered to restore it to the abbot and convent, saving to the 
crown the fee farm of 200 marks (C.CI.R. 1369-74, 394). About the same 
time (June 25, 1372) the farm of 200 marks was given to John of Gaunt as 
part of his compensation for surrendering the honour of Richmond to John 
of Montfort (Fadera, iii. 949 ; cf. below, p. 72). 

The grant of the manor of Whitgift to Knowles in 1370 is twice enrolled 
in slightly different forms. In both it is included in a general provision of 
£1000 to be made up out of the issues of various manors given to him, the 
balance to be paid by the Exchequer. In the first of these (p. 453) the value 
of the lands granted is given as £745: 7s., in the second as £761:6:8. The 
chronicler’s figure almost agrees with the first form of the enrolment, but 
this was cancelled by the second. 

P. 63, 1. 24, Knolles . . . adressa devers Frauns. The account of Knowles’ 
expedition in the summer and autumn of 1370 is confused and unsatisfactory. 
Dates are few and questionable and the itinerary is of the slightest. As it 
stands, it is in places unintelligible: ‘“‘ Et puis en Bretayn et pristerent 
place illeoqes et cet. et departirent a la ville de Rocelyn en Bretayn et cet. 
Conk, Becherelle et Seint Omers’’ (p. 64). These sentences seem to show 
that the chronicler was summarising some detailed narrative and that the 
scribe has clumsily inserted this summary before it was “written up”’. 
This conclusion is borne out by certain other passages, as, for example, the 
account of the English army before Paris, which are not consecutive and 
contain repetitions. Others, eg. the attack on the Benedictine abbey of 
St.-Vaast near Arras, have been badly misplaced (Denifle, Za Désolation, ii. 
715). 

The chronicler nevertheless furnishes some valuable details regarding 
the later stages of the expedition. His account of the battle of Pontvallain, 
imperfect as it is, deserves to be weighed against Froissart’s inaccurate 
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narrative, from which it differs at many points. Among the prisoners, for 
instance, the chronicler includes the names of Walter Fitzwalter and Matthew 
of Redmayne (a northcountryman), and his account of the way they were 
treated contradicts Froissart’s story of their honourable usage (viii. 1-5). 
The curious description of Knowles’ movements after the battle of Pont- 
vallain should be compared with Cuvelier, Chron. de Bertrand du Guesclin, ii. 
185, 377; and Chronique Normande, 198. Knowles seems to have been 
joined at Derval by Robert Neville, who was bringing reinforcements from 
England. Neville was sent forth with 1100 men to make his way back to 
England. They were pursued by Oliver de Clisson and the greater part of 
them killed as they were embarking at St. Mathieu (Froissart, ed. Lettenhove, 
viii. 427). The Anonimalle chronicler has perverted the facts of this story 
just sufficiently to discredit Knowles (cf. Introduction, p. xxxvii). The exact 
interpretation of his account depends on the location of Conk, where Knowles 
had lands given him in 1365 by John of Montfort together with the castle 
of Derval (Loire-Inférieure). In the fourteenth century Conk seems to have 
been used indifferently for Concarneau (or the neighbouring Beuzec-Conq) 
and Le Conquet in Finistére, the second of which is within a few miles of 
St. Mathieu. On the whole it seems more probable that in this instance 
Concarneau is meant (Froissart, ed. Luce, vii. Ixvi; ed. Lettenhove, vii. 
541). The chronicler, it should be observed, implies that after the battle 
of Pontvallain, Knowles retired not to Derval, but to a castle at Conk. But 
this is in contradiction to all other evidence. 

In the highly contracted sentences quoted above, Rocelyn is perhaps the 
scribe’s misreading of Josselin (Morbihan), while Conk, Becherelle, and St. 
Omer seem to refer to three later paragraphs of the chronicle, viz. the story 
of Knowles and the 500 men at arms (p. 65), the siege of Bécherel (p. 68), 
and the raid of the captain of Calais (p. 65). It is, however, possible that 
St. Omers is an error for either Saumur or St.-Mor-sur-Loire occupied by the 
English after Pontvallain. 

P. 67, 1. 4, les ditz tarettes . . . a@ la valu de %& mille libres. The two 
Genoese tarits were taken by John de Neville and Guy de Brian, the King’s 
admirals, and brought to London. Their capture, which is not mentioned 
by the St. Albans chroniclers, proved embarrassing, and claims for com- 
pensation were put in by the merchants of Lucca, Florence and Venice for 
goods said to have been on board. Moreover, the government was at this 
very time negotiating with Genoa for a treaty (Federa, iii. 894), the conclusion 
of which was in fact delayed by this incident. The tarits were restored on 
January 1, 1371 (Federa, iii. 907, restoration of two tarits, sive cocche, and 
Le Beyard alias Seinte Marie Magdalene; cf. C.Cl.R., 1369-74, 216, 7). A 
definite peace was concluded with Genoa in January 1372 (Federa, iii. 931, 
970). 

P. 67, 1. 13, arriva pres de Plummouth. The Black Prince embarked for 
England before January 15, 1371 (Froissart, viii. x; cf. Exchequer Accounts, 
316/6). The ‘little priory’ was doubtless that of Plympton, where the 
prince had stayed in 1355 on his way to Gascony. He passed through 
London on or before April 19 (Riley, Memorials of London, 352; Ramsay, 
Genesis of Lancaster, ii. 10). 
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P. 68, 1. 1, Becherelle ensege. The Anonimalle chronicler states that 
Bécherel (Ille-et-Vilaine) was besieged byBertrand du Guesclin from Easter 
1371 until the following year when it surrendered (below, p. 70).. He 
further emphasises this chronology by his circumstantial story of Richard 
de Dalton’s appearance at the Council of Winchester which met early in 
June 1371. 

His account seems to be well informed. In particular it agrees in 
substance with that of the anonymous Flemish chronicler who says that 
Bécherel was invested in 1371 and fell after a siege of seven months (Acad. 
Royale de Belgique, Docs. inédits, Histoire et Chronique de Flandres, ed. 
Lettenhove, ii. 117). Nevertheless if the accepted chronology can be relied 
upon, he has made a bad blunder. There appear to have been two sieges of 
Bécherel. (a) From August to October or November 1371, when the siege 
was raised. (6) From August 1373 to November 1374, when Bécherel 
capitulated (Borderie, Hist. de Bretagne, iv. 32-34; Froissart, viii. 176-178, 
190-192). Lf so, it is clear that Richard de Dalton cannot have been present 
at the Winchester council, and that the chronicler has antedated by three 
years the application of the garrison to Edward III. for assistance. According 
to Froissart, being hard pressed in the summer of 1374, they agreed to 
capitulate on All Saints’ Day if not relieved in the interval. They then took 
advantage of this arrangement to beg for aid from Edward III.: “ Et 
segnefierent tout lour estat li doi chevalier*qui dedens estoient (t.e. John 
* Appert ’ and John de Cornwall) au plus tost qu’il peurent au roy d’Engleterre 
et au duch de Bretagne et ossi as contes et as barons d’Engleterre ”’ (p. 178). 
How deeply the loss of Bécherel and of St. Sauveur-le-Vicomte was felt in 
England appears from the impeachment of Lord Latimer in 1376. The 
loss of Bécherel is there largely attributed to the extortions and misgovern- 
ment of Latimer who had been captain of the town, with John Pert as constable 
under him (Rot. Parl. ii. 324, 5). He had apparently resigned this office 
before the town actually fell, and the Chronicon Anglie (p. 77) goes so far as 
to charge him with having prevented from sailing an expedition fitted out 
for its relief. 

P. 69, 1. 2, encountrerent en haute mere. This, the last English naval 
victory for many years, was an engagement with the Flemings. The English 
fleet was taking the earl of Hereford to Brittany on a diplomatic mission 
when it met in the bay of Bourgneuf the Flemish salt fleet returning from 
La Rochelle. According to the Flemish chroniclers the battle was fought on 
August 1, 1371, ten days earlier than the date given by the Anonimalle 
chronicler. The St. Albans chronicles assign the battle to the year 1372, 
but this is clearly wrong, as John de Neville and Guy de Brian, the English 
admirals, were superseded on October 6, 1371 (Federa, iii. 923; Froissart, 
viii. xix, 25,6; C.P.R., 1370-74, 93). 

The incident caused only a temporary interruption of the peace made 
between England and Flanders in June 1370 (Diplomatic Docs., Exchequer, 
267). Early in 1372 the two countries once more came to terms (Ramsay, 
Genesis of Lancaster, ii. 19-20). 

P. 70, 1. 38, le sune count de Penbroke. The earl of Pembroke was defeated 
off La Rochelle on June 23, 1372. The treasure on board the English fleet 
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is mentioned by the other chroniclers and all accounts agree that the English 
were taken by surprise. John Harpeden, of whom the chronicler later tells 
a most remarkable story (p. 115), was among the prisoners (Froissart, 
viii. xxiv-xxix). The account of the ransom and death of the earl of Pembroke 
is correct. Pembroke was bought from the Spaniards by Du Guesclin and, 
after much haggling about his ransom, died at Moreuil in Picardy on his way 
to Calais on April 16, 1375 (Froissart, viii. xxx n. 2, xevi). 

Pembroke was very unpopular with the St. Albans chroniclers because, 
at the parliament of 1371, he had led the attack on clerical property and 
clerical influence in the government. Walsingham’s account of his death 
is therefore bitter and prejudiced (Walsingham, i. 314, 319). The moderate 
tone of the Anonimalle chronicler’s narrative, while it contrasts favourably 
with that of Walsingham, is most probably explained by his enorme of 
this aspect of the parliament of 1371. 

P. 71, 1. 15, Johan de Neville devers Bretagne. John de Neville was sent 
to Brittany at the end of July 1372 in command of 300 men-at-arms and 300 
archers. In the following February, William de Montagu, earl of Salisbury, 
having agreed to provide a like force became “ chevytayne de la flote nostre 
seignur le roi et lieutenaunt de nostre dit seignur pur le rescouzs de chastel 
de Brest ”’. 

The men whom Neville allowed to return to England (perhaps because he 
was short of food) were badly needed a few months later. On July 6 the 
garrison agreed to capitulate in a month unless relieved before then by an 
army sufficiently large to engage the besiegers. Salisbury, who was then at 
anchor at the port of Guérande, arrived in time to prevent the surrender. 
On August 7, 1373, at Brest he issued a warrant to the constable of Bordeaux 
to deliver to the treasurer of the duke of Brittany ‘‘ centz arkes, deux centz 
garbes de flecches et deux centz cordes pur les ditez arkes”’ (Exchequer 
Accounts, 676/41 ; Froissart, viii. lxx, lxxxi). 

In the parliament of 1376 John de Neville was accused of having failed 
to provide for service at Brest the number of men agreed upon between him 
and the government, but of nevertheless having received payment for the 
full force. The troops he did provide were described as ‘‘ meinz suffisantz 
gentz, come garcions et autres tieux de nulle value” (Rot. Parl. ii. 329). 

P. 72, 1. 12, le manotr ... de Whitegift. See above, p. 63. The 
compiler has confused the chronology of Breton events. The grant of the 
honour of Knaresburgh to John of Gaunt was dated June 25, 1372. Neville 
was sent to Brittany at the end of July 1372 and the duke of Brittany visited 
England in 1373, probably in April (D.N.B., Neville, John de, d. 1388). 

P. 72, 1. 15, une tresfort melle en Gascoigne. This vaguely described 
encounter perhaps refers to the decisive engagement before Chizé in March 
1373, very differently narrated by Froissart (viii. 111-114). The French 
were besieging Chizé and were attacked by an English force which was trying 
to raise the siege. The battle was regarded by Froissart as a turning point. 
Chizé fell, he says, and “ apres celle desconfiture . . . se parperdi tous li pays 
de Poito pour le roy d’Engleterre ”’. 

P. 73 1. 3, tresfort bataille en Brabran. The battle of Basweiler was 
fought on August 22, 1371. The Anonimalle chronicler’s text is confused and 
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has numerous inaccuracies, but among his list of casualties are certain names 
apparently not found elsewhere. Some of these have been identified from 
Inventaire des chartes et cartulaires des duchés de Brabant, etc., ed. A. Ver- 
kooren, pt. i. vols. iv., v. See too Froissart, viii. xix; Grandes Chroniques, 
ii. 159; Chronographta Reg. Franc., ed. H. Moranville, ii. 344-346. No 
reference to the battle is found in other English chronicles. 

P. 73, 1. 17, apres le fest de seint Johan Baptist. The itinerary of Lancaster's 
expedition, as detailed by the chronicler, is of no value: indeed, certain 
portions of it seem to have been copied from the account of Robert Knowles’ 
expedition in 1370 (above, p. 63). The narrative, however, is valuable for 
the description of the march through Aquitaine and for pointe of detail 
about the leading men who took part. These are not all correct. The earl 
of Cambridge, for instance, was not with Lancaster in this chivache (C.P.R., 
1370-74, 370); nor was the earl of Salisbury, who was then at Brest. On 
the other hand, the death of Walter Hugett and the capture of Thomas 
Foges are both confirmed by Froissart (viii. 158; Lettenhove, viii. 295), 
and the death of Gilbert Giffard we know took place overseas on October 10, 
1373 (I.P.M., Chancery, 48 Edw. III., 237). The capture of Matthew de 
Gournay and Matthew de Redmane is confirmed by a petition of the Commons 
in 1376, praying the king to secure their release (together with certain others, 
including John de Harpeden and Thomas Foges), most exorbitant ransoms 
having been demanded by their captors (Rot. Parl. ii. 343). 

P. 75, 1. 9, Johan de Thoresby. Thoresby died on November 6, 1373 
(Raine, Hist. of the Church of York, ii. 421). Thomas Stubbs says he was 
buried “‘ coram altari beate Marie virginis in novo opere chori ’’ on November 
10, not the seventh as here stated. Stubbs mentions that he was a notable 
peacemaker and had settled a great dispute between the citizens and St. 
Mary’s abbey. 

P. 75, 1. 15, maundes a la courte de Avyon. Cf. Polychronscon, viii. 379. 
The ambassadors left London on July 25, 1373, and returned February 20 
following (Exchequer Accounts, 316/28, 29; C.P.R., 1370-74, 462). Besides 
Master Ughtred, William Burton, John Sheppey, and a John Loudham, 
clerk, were captured in Dauphiné and imprisoned in Chambéry. On August 
31, 1373, Gregory XI. wrote to Charles V. asking for their release ; he had 
already written a similar letter to Charles de Bouville, governor of Dauphiné, 
on August 26 (Cal. Papal Letters, iv. 125, 129). The difficulty of travelling 
to Avignon while at war with France made such accidente not uncommon. 
A little later Simon de Burgh, king’s esquire, was imprisoned and ransomed 
by the cardinal of Geneva, while on a mission to the Roman court (C.CI.R., 
1374-77, 173, 4). 

An epitomised contemporary biography of Ughtred is printed in the 
Bulletin of the Institute of Historical Research, June 1925. The famous council 
at Westminster (described in the Hulogium, iii. 337) at which Master Ughtred 
was present, and at which the Black Prince is said to have called archbishop 
Whittlesey an ass, seems clearly to have met in this year, a little before the 
departure of the ambassadors for Avignon (cf. Cal. of Papal Letters, iv. 123, 
127). 

P. 76, 1. 4, maundes . . . a Brige. Cf. Polychronicon, viii. 380. Of the 
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ambassadors mentioned by the chronicler, Simon Sudbury, bishop of London, 
was in Flanders early in January 1374 engaged upon negotiations between 
France and England (Mirot and Deprez, Les Ambassades Anglatses, No. 
eccxxv.). John de Appleby may possibly have been with him (sid. No. 
cccxxix.). The bishop of Bangor, Simon de Multon, and William de Burton, 
were among those who went to Bruges in July 1374, to negotiate both with 
the Pope and the French king (std. cccxxxi, ccoxxxii; C.P.R., 1370-74, 
462). John Wycliffe was one of this party. 

Though condensed the entry is thus in substance correct. The chronicler 
is equally well informed about the embassies of 1373 and 1375 (pp. 75, 79). 

P. 76, 1. 13, le roy ... tenyst soun parlement. The reference is to the 
parliament which met in November 1373 (Stubbs, Const. Hist. ii. 447). What 
interests the chronicler is the grant made by the clergy in their convocations 
immediately after the dismissal of the parliament, and the date he gives for 
the parliament is that of the grant by the province of York (February 6, 1374). 

P. 76, 1. 22, le viss tour de August. These operations are fully described 
by Froissart (viii. cxv, 182-87), whose list of casualties is not, however, so 
complete as that here given. Luce assigns a date as late as January 1375, 
but this is clearly wrong, since the sale to the king of John lord of Poix and 
Walter de Chatillon (two of the prisoners) by John of Harleston and Philip 
la Vache is dated December 6, 1374 (C.P.R., 1374-77, 36; and, for the 
sequel, cf. Anc. Pet. 6407). On the other hand, the fact that John de 
Harleston was only appointed keeper of Guisnes on August 20, 1374 (Fadera, 
iii. 1009) suggests at first sight that the date given by the chronicler is too 
early. This, however, may be merely a reappointment, similar to that of 
John Jake, lord of Gommegnies, who was appointed warden of Ardres in 
June 1373 and November 1374 (Réles Gascons, ii. 110, 113). Harleston’s 
appointment is connected by Mirot and Deprez (Les Ambassades Anglaises, 
p. 45) with the journey of Philip la Vache, knight, to Guisnes (August 25 to 
September 28), “‘ pro diversis personis ibidem querendis”’. On the whole it 
seems more likely that the journey was connected with the purchase of the 
prisoners. If so, the chronicler’s date is about right, as the king would have 
heard the news before August 25 if the battle was fought on August 8. 

P. 77, 1. 22, le pluts graunt perde. The chronicler dates this engagement, 
which is not mentioned by the St. Albans writers nor the Polychronicon 
continuators, a year too early, and gives an excessive estimate of the number 
of ships destroyed, though not of the seriousness of the loss. The story of 
the disaster is set out in a petition of the owners of the destroyed vessels to 
the parliament of 1376 (Rot. Parl. ii. 346). The fleet, it was said, that had 
conveyed Sir Thomas Felton to Bordeaux, relving on the article in the truce 
which said that hostilities would cease on August 2, 1375, put into ‘the 
Bay ’ (of Bourgneuf in Brittany) to collect fresh cargoes for England. On 
August 10, when the ships were loaded, they were attacked by the Spaniards 
and suffered heavy losses. These are set out in a document printed by 
Nicolas (Hist. of the Royal Navy, ii. 510; Chancery Miscellanea, 30/8 [14]). 
Thirty-nine ships of all classes were either captured or destroyed, and the 
loss was estimated at nearly £18,000. 

The entry has been carelessly repeated on p. 79. 
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P. 77, 1. 26, seint Savowes en Bretatgne. The chronicler’s brief account 
of the siege of St. Sauveur-le-Vicomte (which is in Manche (Normandy) 
and not in Brittany) stresses the important points and shows its independence 
of Froissart by avoiding his errors (Froissart, viii, cxviii, cxxviii). The siege, 
which had been planned nearly two years earlier, was begun in August 1374 
and methodically carried out on an elaborate scale (Delisle, Hist. de St. 
Sauveur-le- Vicomte, 173-238). On May 21, 1375, a treaty was made between 
the besieged and the besiegers by which Thomas de Catterton agreed to 
capitulate on favourable terms on July 3 unless reinforcements sufficiently 
numerous to raise the siege arrived in the interval. No help came and 
St. Sauveur was duly surrendered, the French scrupulously carrying out the 
treaty. Its loss was deeply felt in England, and formed one of the charges 
in the impeachment of Lord Latymer in 1376. Thomas de Catterton, too, 
was under suspicion, and perished some years later in a duel which arose out 
of a charge of having treacherously surrendered St. Sauveur (Polychronicon, 
viii. 403). 

P. 79, 1.10, maundez a Brige. The entry is perfectly accurate. The duke’s 
commission was dated February 20, 1375 (Fadera, iii. 1024). The first truce, - 
concluded at Bruges June 27, 1375, lasted till June 31 in the following year. 
It was prolonged by a second (March 12) until April 1, 1377 (Armytage Smith, 
John of Gaunt, 118). John Sheppey left London for Bruges the last day of 
February 1375 and returned on April 14. He went again with Lord Latymer 
on April 25 and returned on July 17 (Exchequer Accounts, 316/38). 

Other accounts speak of the heavy expense of the negotiations (Walsingham, 
i. 318, “ horribiles expensas et incredibiles ’’ : Polychronicon, viii. 381). 

P. 79, 1. 29, tange la translacion de seint Benett. The Good Parliament 
met on Monday, April 28. The chancellor’s speech did not, however, take 
place, as the chronicler states, on this day. As not all the members had 
arrived on the Monday and the sheriffs had not all made their returns, the 
formal opening was postponed until the next day, Tuesday, April 29 (Rot. 
Parl. ii. 321). 

According to the Rolls of Parliament (ii. 360) the parliament was dissolved 
on “Joesdy ... le sisme iour de Juyl, mesme cest parlement durant en 
tout x semaynes et pluis”’. But as the sixth of July was a Sunday, it seems 
clear that Thursday, July 10, was meant, stsme having apparently been written 
by an easy slip for disme. This date is one day earlier than that of the 
Anonimalle chronicler. Modern authorities have uniformly accepted the sixth 
of July (Stubbs, ii. 453 ; Tout, Pol. Htst., 1216-1377, 437). 

It should be noted that the White Chamber, where the Parliament (i.e. 
the lords) retired for its ordinary deliberations (not the Savoy, as Stubbs 
conjectured) was its normal place of meeting (Stubbs, iii. 397, 8; Pollard, 
Evolution of Parliament, 72). 

P. 84, 1. 26, Quel demaunde vous? The list given in Rot. Parl. ii. 322 
differs in two points. For the bishop of Bath it has the bishop of St. Davids 
and for Roger Beauchamp, Henry le Scrope. Instead of the bishop of Bath 
the list in the Chrontcon Anglte gives the bishop of Rochester ; it is otherwise 
the same as the list of the Anonimalle chronicler. 

The Chrontcon Anglie states that the twelve were compelled to swear 
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adherence to the commons (pp. 69, 70, “‘ in consijie sua iurare compellunt ”’). 
The Anonimalle chronicle says nothing of this,which is on all grounds most 
unlikely. It was the commons themfelvey—a heterogeneous body—who 
took oaths to stand together. The same expedient of a joint committee 
had been adopted in 1373, and was used again in 1377 (Rot. Parl. ii. 316, 363). 

P. 85, ]. 13, le duk . . . dist: Qs parlera? The long speech that follows 
should be compared with the abstract in Rot. Parl. ii. 323. Peter de la 
Mare’s three points are there first briefly summarised and then described in 
detail in the following sections. 

The account of the Good Parliament in the Chronicle closely agrees with 
that of the Rolls of Parliament, although the chronicle is necessarily leas 
complete than the Rolls. Its method, in fact, is to ignore the less important 
proceedings of the parliament, and to describe fully and dramatically the 
crucial charges. Thus, in regard to the many charges against Lyons, the 
chronicler concentrates on the loan. The evidence of Richard le Scrope 
(p. 87), for example, and of Walworth is given very fully, in greater detail 
indeed by the chronicler than by the Rolls (ii. 326). This is sufficient to 
show that the chronicle is independent of the official version, for the two 
passages, while they agree in substance, vary in certain respects. There is 
some difference as to the amount of money involved, and the name of Adam 
Fraunceys, who was dead before 1376 (C.Cl.R., 1374-77, 133) is not found 
in the Rolls. Further, the Rolls do not mention John Pyel, whose name 
is coupled by Walworth with that of Lyons in the Anonimalle chronicler’s 
account of the loan. But the chronicler’s accuracy is proved by an entry 
on the Close Roll (C.CI.R., 1374-77, 41; August 23, 1374) providing for the 
repayment of £20,000 to Pyel and Lyons. This entry seems also to prove 
the truth of the commons’ accusation, since Lyons apparently admitted that 
the original loan was only for 20,000 marks (Rot. Parl. ii. 324). In these 
circumstances it is odd that Pyel escaped the fate of Lyons. 

The names of the council appointed to assist the government are another 
important piece of information not furnished by the Rolls of Parliament. 
Indeed the Anonimalle chronicle (being the source of the list printed in the 
Chron. Anglie) is the only authority for the personnel of the committee. Of 
this committee the bishop of London, the earls of March and Stafford, Lord 
Percy and Guy de Brian were certainly among those previously chosen to 
assist the commons. Roger Beauchamp was, according to the Anonimalle 
chronicler, also a member, but in the Rolls of Parliament his place is taken 
by Henry le Scrope. It should be noted that the appointment of ‘ continual 
councillors’ was robbed of most of its practical value by the important 
qualification that the chancellor, treasurer, keeper of the privy seal, and 
other ministers should be allowed “ faire et esploiter les busoignes qe touchent 
lour offices sanz la presence des ditz conseille[r]s ’’ (Rot. Parl. ii. 322). 

A few slips in the chronicler’s account of this parliament may be noted. 
On p. 88 he speaks of ‘les trois evesqes ’, seeming to confuse the body of 
twelve appointed to advise the commons with the advisory council chosen to 
help the government. On p. 92 he says that Richard de Stafford was 
ejected from the council. This is not supported by either the Rolls of Parlia- 
ment or by the Chron. Anglie, and is in itself most unlikely, as he was one of 
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those previously chosen to help the commons. Nor is it likely, as the 
chronicler says, either that the king swore before the lords not to restore 
to favour Alice Perrers or (as noted above, p. 181) that the lords named 
to assist the commons took any oath. 

P. 88, 1. 34, lestaple poet resorter a Kalays. The Anonimalle chronicle 
gives the fullest account (not even excepting the Rolls of Parliament) of the 
commons’ demand that the wool staple should be fixed at Calais. The 
agitation only repeated in a more forcible manner a petition of the commons 
in the parliament of 1373 (Rot. Parl. ii. 318). In both cases it was insisted 
that the staple had been fixed by statute at Calais. What was this statute, 
which Peter de la Mare read aloud to the seignours? At the parliament of 
1362 the question of fixing the staple at Calais was discussed, but a decision 
was postponed until further consultation was taken with the merchants. 
The merchants seem to have supported the proposal, and an ordinance of 
March 1, 1363, “‘ par assent de prelats, seignurs et autres de nostre conseil ”’, 
definitely fixed the staple at Calais (Rot. Parl. ii. 268, 9; Fadera, iii. 690, 
725). This was not apparently a statute, nor does it occur on the Statute 
Roll. On the other hand, the recall of the staple in 1369 was enrolled upon 
the Statute Roll (Statutes of the Realm, i. 390), while the Parliament Roll 
has this note: ‘‘ Ensement feust . . . moustrez as grantz et communes ge 
par raison de ceste guerre lestaple des leyns ne se puisse tenir ne ester a Caleis 
et par celle cause est accorde de le mettre ariere en Angleterre es lieux ou il 
serra acorde par le roi et son conseil ” (Rot. Parl. ii. 301). If these are the 
two transactions referred to by Peter de la Mare, it is inexplicable on what 
grounds he claimed for the first the authority of a statute and denied it to 
the second. 

For the restoration of the staple to Calais on July 23, 1376, see Fadera, 
iii. 1057, 8. 

P. 95, 1. 10, futst ensevetle. Issue Roll, 50 Edward III., Easter, m. 23, 
records a payment to messengers sent to all parts of England with letters 
of privy seal summoning the magnates to London after Michaelmas for the 
burial of the Black Prince. The generally accepted date (September 29) is 
thus a little too early. 

P. 95, 1. 32, pardona a le setgnur de Latymer. For the pardon to Latymer 
see C.P.R., 1374-77, 353, 361: October 7 and 8, 1376. The ‘ feast of St. 
Michael aforesaid ’ (line 31) refers to the description of the king’s illness in 
the last paragraph but one (“ avaunt le dite fest de seint Michelle’’). The 
chronicler is apparently copying some other narrative into which he has 
interpolated the entry about the fire at his own abbey. 

For the grant (June 12) to Edmund, earl of Cambridge, of the constable- 
ship of Dover castle and the wardenship of the Cinque Ports (above, p. 94) 
see C.P.R., 1374-77, 278. 

P. 95, 1. 36, une graunt conseil. On August 29 letters of privy seal were 
directed to the archbishop of Canterbury, various bishops, earls and barons, 
summoning them to a council at Westminster on the Monday next before 
Michaelmas, t.e. September 22 (Issue Roll, 50 Edward III., Easter, m. 25). 
But the chronicler is probably correct in stating that the council did not 
actually meet until after the burial of the Black Prince. 
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P. 97, 1. 29, Johan Gray de Rothfeld. The charges against William of 
Wykeham are recited in Patent Roll, 1 Richard II., pt. ii. m. 2, cf. Rot. Parl. 
iii. 388, the confirmation (December 4, 1377) of a pardon (July 31) to 
Wykeham. With one exception they agree exactly with the list of the 
chronicler, who has apparently translated and worked into his narrative the 
official indictment. The single exception is the item about John Grey de 
Rotherfield, which is omitted in the pardon, perhaps significantly, since it 
was on this charge he was condemned. The erasures on the Rolls, in the 
case of both John Gray and John Boulewas, were the chief if not the only 
evidence against him. The evidence may be summarised thus : 

(1) JonN Gray DE RoTHERFIELD.—The licence referred to is twice 
enrolled. The first (C.P.R., 1367-70, 82) duly shows the forty pounds to be 
written over an erasure, and bears a note that it is vacated because enrolled 
otherwise above. The second enrolment (tbid. 81) has been written on a 
portion of the preceding membrane which had been left blank. Here the 
amount of the fine (forty pounds) shows no marks of erasure, but the enrolment 
is in somewhat different words—a difference quite sufficient to account for 
the second enrolment. The first enrolment was apparently, as Wykeham 
claimed at his trial, ‘malement en rolles’. Unfortunately the Hanaper 
account for the year has not survived. The Originalia Roll (42 Edward III.) 
reads £40 without any erasures, and shows that the change was made before 
June 4, 1369, when this roll was handed into the Exchequer. 

(2) Joun BouLEwas.—Here again the enrolment bears an erasure, the 
words ‘quater viginti’ apparently having been substituted for ‘centum’ 
(C.P.R., 1367-70, 226). In the margin is a memorandum authorising the 
erasure because the original fine of £100 had been reduced to £80 ‘ per 
consideracionem consilii’s The Hanaper account (Hxchequer Accounts, 
212/12) bears an erasure similar to that on the Patent Roll, but there is none 
on the Originalia Roll, thus showing that the alteration was made before 
May 20 in the following year. It was apparently this saving memorandum 
which prevented Wykeham’s enemies pressing the charge regarding John 
Boulewas, and the absence of it which secured Wykeham’s condemnation 
in the Rotherfield case. The erasures on the Rolls, however, are in reality 
evidence neither one way nor the other. Such alterations are constantly 
found as well as second enrolments. The prosecution was clearly a ‘ political’ 
one, and Wykeham’s accusers seem to have systematically searched the 
Rolls for any irregularities in form which would give a handle for bringing a 
charge against him. 

With regard to John de Driby the relevant documents are on the Patent 
Roll; see C.P.R., 1361-64, 449, for the commission to the Earl of Angus, 
and p. 519 for the pardon to John Kyrketon, July 1, 1364, warranted by 
writ of Privy Seal. Wykeham was keeper of the Privy Seal from 1364 to 
1367, cf. C.P.R., 1361-64, 444, where he is called “ the king’s secretary who 
stays by his side in constant attendance on his service’’. He was chancellor 
from September 1367 to March 24, 1371. 

P. 100, 1. 25, graunter de chescune test. The narrative is resumed, after the 
loss of one leaf, in the middle of the account of the Bad Parliament of 1377. 
The Anonimalle chronicler’s story bears a general similarity to that of the 
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Chronicon Anglie, though the events are not told in the same order. As in 
the account of the Good Parliament the more gross (and improbable) in- 
sinuations of the Chrontcon Anglie against John of Gaunt (e.g. p. 113, threats 
against the lives of the members) are not found in the Anonimalle chronicle. 

There seems to be some difference of opinion among the chroniclers as to 
the tax voted by the clergy (p. 101). The Chronicon Anglie (p. 131), which 
has misled Stubbs (Const. Hist. ii. 459), states that the clerical tax, like the 
lay, was a groat per head, as against the 12d. for an abbot and 8d. for a 
canon, etc., of the Anonimalle chronicler. The continuator of Murimuth 
(ed. Hog, p. 221, followed by Walsingham, i. 323) gives the details as “ xiid. 
de qualibet ecclesiastica persona promota (t.e. beneficed) ; et de singulis aliis 
non promotis iv. denarios’’. The point is settled by the extant returns 
(P.R.O. Subsidies, 35/5) which prove that the continuator of Murimuth is 
correct. 

Stubbs (Const. Hist. ii. 459) seems to have overlooked the fact that the 
proposed appointment of four treasurers to administer the grant was abandoned 
by the Commons on the ground of expense (Rot. Parl. ii. 364). 

P. 103, 1. 6, le roy Edward remowa. The king stayed at Haveryng atte 
Bower for Christmas, and was still there on February 2; he spent Easter at 
Sheen, was at Windsor for St. George’s day, and back at Shene for Whit- 
suntide (Hzchequer Accounts, 398/9. Sunday, March 1, is there noted as 
‘‘festum parliamenti de concessione grossorum”’; cf. also p. 106). 

P. 103, 1. 19, par auctorite del pape. This seems to be incorrect, the first 
papal bulls against Wycliffe being dated May 22, 1377. 

This account of John of Gaunt’s quarrel with the citizens should be com- 
pared with the fuller account of the Chronicon Anglie (p. 118 seq.). The 
two accounts of the scene (Feb. 19) in St. Paul’s differ very considerably 
in detail, but both contain the story of John of Gaunt’s threat to hale the 
bishop from the cathedral (p. 120, “‘ Mallem, arreptis ejus crinibus, eum 
abstrahere de ecclesia, quam talia tolerare’’). 

The Chronicon Anglie (p. 123) also contains the incident of John Prentyng’s 
imprisonment, but has not got his name nor the reason for his imprisonment. 
It also fails to make clear that he was not released but merely transferred 
to Newgate. There are as well certain small differences between the two 
in their accounts of the Londoners’ ‘ penance ’, 

The Anonimalle chronicle contains perhaps the most circumstantial 
account of John of Gaunt’s alleged supposititious birth. There is great 
probability that it was at this time the story was circulated, by being set up 
on the doors of St. Paul’s and Westminster Abbey. The Chronicon Anglte, 
which mentions the story in connection with the attack on William of 
Wykeham (p. 107), mentions “‘ rhythmos sive schedulas ” (p. 129), displayed 
in the city at this time. The same story, with variations in detail, is found 
in another chronicle (Chrontcon Anglve, Appendix, 398). 

P. 107, 1. 21, prede la Rye. For a fuller account of the capture of Rye 
see Chronicon Anglie, 151, where the date is given as June 29, the number 
of the French forces stated, with more probability, to have been 5000, and 
four only of the wealthier citizens are said to have been carried off. The 
continuator of Murimuth (ed. Hog, 229) says the French took away with 
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them “plures utriusque sexus captivos’’. The Anonimalle chronicler 
mentions neither the subsequent operations of the French after the capture 
of Rye, nor a later raid in August and September. This second expedition 
is described in the St. Albans chronicle, which, however, confuses it with the 
first. A similar confusion is found in Froissart. The sequence of events was : 

(1) June 24 to the beginning of August. The Frengh took Rottingdean 
and Lewis and sacked Folkestone, Portsmouth, Dartmouth, and Plymouth. 

(2) August 15 to September 10. The Isle of Wight was occupied ; 
Winchelsea and Southampton were unsuccessfully attacked; Poole, in 
Dorset, was burnt and there was a final demonstration before Dover and 
Calais (Froissart, viii., cxlvi). 

P. 107, n. 1, Coronacio regis Ricardi secunds. The detailed account of the 
coronation—even more elaborate than that of the St. Albans chroniclers— 
is based on the Inber Regalis (the fourth recension of the coronation service), 
which has been printed by Mr. Wickham Legg in his English Coronation 
Records, pp. 81-112. There are two versions, an earlier used first perhaps 
at Edward IT.’s coronation and a later temp. Richard II. Mr. Legg prints 
from the Westminster MS. of the later version but gives the shorter rubrics 
of the earlier (also from a Westminster MS.) in footnotes marked O. The 
St. Mary’s writer copied from the earlier version; but this cannot of course 
be taken to prove that the later version was composed after Richard's 
coronation. 

In two places only does our text show any marked variation from the 
‘O’ MS., and both are omissions ; viz. the chronicler omits the redemption 
of the sword (Legg, p. 97) and the enthronement (Legg, p. 99). These 
omissions are strong indications that the description of the coronation is an 
ingenious compilation rather than the account of an eye-witness. Neverthe- 
less into this framework the author has worked much valuable detail, some 
of which is not found elsewhere ; e.g. the mention of the cross of St. Edmund ; 
the earl of March supporting the crown, on the left in the abbey, on the right 
in Westminster Hall; the princess seeing the ceremony from the gallery. 
Certain other details are probably derived ultimately though not directly 
from the official narrative, theyprocessus factus (Legg, pp. 131-150); e.g. the 
names of those who bore the three swords from the palace to the abbey, 
the dispute of the earl of Arundel with the Londoners. 

P. 110, 1. 2, la crowe de Kaunterbury. The way in which the king took 
the threefold oath is nowhere else mentioned: cf. English Coronation Records, 
p. xxx. Before the fifteenth century he seems to have sworn on the Gospels, 
but in the fifteenth century he swore on the sacrament laid on the altar. 

P. 110, 1. 5, sils vodroient assenter. It is noteworthy that the archbishop 
of Canterbury asks the people if they will have Richard as their king after 
he has taken the oath. This is all that is left of the elective element. The 
accounts in Walsingham (i. 333) and the processus factus (Legg, 147) agree 
closely with that of the Anonimalle chronicler on this point. Cf. Rot. Parl. 
iii. 3, where the archbishop of Canterbury in the first parliament describes 
Richard as king “nemye par election ne par autre tielle collaterale voie 
einz par droite succession de heritage”’: also Stubbs, Const. Hist. ii. 464; 
and Ramsay, Genesis of Lancuster, ii. 108. 
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P. 110, 1. 27, le seignur de Fournyvalle. William Furnivall’s serjeanty was 
to find a red glove for the king’s right hand and to support his right arm 
while he held the sceptre. This service was derived from his tenure of the 
manor of Farnham Royal (co. Bucks) with the hamlet of Cere. In order to 
perform it he was specially knighted at Kennington the Tuesday before the 
coronation, not immediately after the coronation service, as the chronicler 
(p. 114) wrongly says. Another mistake of the chronicler is to describe 
Furnivall as supporting the king’s hand during the anointing. The true 
order is given by the Chronicon Anglie (p. 159), which first introduces Furnivall 
at the investment with the sceptre, the rod and the rest of the regalia—a 
distinctly later stage in the ceremony. The chronicle, it should be noted, 
carefully distinguishes between the sceptre (with its orb and cross) and the 
verge roiale (surmounted with the form of a dove). But Furnivall’s petition 
presented at the preliminary court of claims apparently uses the words verge 
rotale to mean sceptre (Legg, 136). 

P. 114, 1. 21, une des ses sandals ou solers. Apart from this reference, the 
logs of one of the shoes of St. Edmund is only found in the Westminster 
records. See Armytage Robinson, ‘ An Unrecognised Westminster Chronicler ’ 
(British Academy Proceedings, iii. 11), quoting a Westminster document : 
“‘one shoe of the right foot was lost by the negligence of Sir Simon Burle, 
knight, who carried the said king on his shoulders from the church, to wit 
from the place of his coronation to the palace, contrary to ancient custom, 
the abbot of the place protesting’. The Westminster continuator of Malvern 
tells how the king later (March 10, 1390) presented the abbey with a new 
pair, made of red velvet, adorned with pearls in a pattern of fleurs-de-lys, 
blessed by pope Urban VI. shortly before his death (Polychronicon, ix. 222). 

P. 114, 1. 26, count de Colchestre. The chronicler badly confuses the 
knights and earls created on the day of the coronation. Nine knights only, 
not eleven as the chronicler states, were made (Legg, 149); and William 
Farnivall, as pointed out above (line 5), was knighted on the Tuesday before 
the coronation. A more serious blunder occurs with regard to Edward, son 
of Edmuad, earl of Cambridge. First he is included correctly among the 
new knights; then he is added wrongly to the four earls created, with the 
impossible title of earl of Colchester. The mistake is an important one, for 
this son Edward, who was only four years old, was merely knighted in 1377 
(Fadera, vii. 160); and if the title above is a confusion with the earldom of 
Cork, which he seems to have received before March 9, 1396 (presumably 
not long before), the date of composition of this part of the chronicle is pushed 
to 1396 or later (cf. Introduction, p. xxiii). 

P. 115, 1.11, Johan Argenteme. John Argentem claimed to do his service 
with a cup of ‘ white silver’ on the ground of his tenure of the manor of 
Great Wimondeley (co. Herts). See Legg, 136; C.C.R., 1374-77, 167. 
As the chronicler points out, it was not the office of chief butler he claimed ; 
but the chronicler is wrong in stating that the mayor of London claimed to 
perform this service against the earl of Arundel. The dispute was between 
Edmund de Staplegate and the earl of Arundel (Legg, 139), and the per- 
formance of the service was awarded to the latter on this occasion pending 
a fuller inquiry. The mayor of London claimed to serve the king with a 
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bow] of gold as a special serjeanty by reason of his office (Legg, 140: “‘racione 
officii sui maioratus . . . tam in aula ad prandium suum quam post prandium 
in camera ’’). 

P. 115, 1. 38, Johan de Harppeden. John of Harpeden, then seneschal of 
La Rochelle, had been captured by the Spaniards in the sea fight off La 
Rochelle, in the company of the earl of Pembroke, in 1372. The romantic 
story of his release in 1377 which the chronicler tells is not apparently found 
elsewhere. 

In July 1384 a John Harpeden received a 100 marks at the Exchequer 
for twenty years whether he lived or died “‘in payment of the large ransom 
in which he is bound and which he knows not how to pay ” (C.P.R., 1381-85, 
447; cf. 595). On May 12, 1385, there was a further order to deliver to 
John Harpeden a barge called the ‘Seint Jake of Seynt Andreu of Spain ’, 
lately seized in Southampton, as damages for his “‘ being taken at sea by the 
king’s enemies of Spain in the said ship contrary to a safe conduct of the 
king of Spain which was shown to them it is said’’ (C.C.R., 1381-85, 543). 
In the face of these entries the credit of the chronicler is only to be saved 
by supposing that Harpeden had fallen into King Henry’s hands a second 
time and been released on ransom. But even this hypothesis becomes un- 
tenable if we may identify with Harpeden a certain John Karpele who, 
according to Walsingham (ii. 398), was released in 1383 after being in 
captivity in Spain since 1372, when he was captured in company with the 
earl of Pembroke. 

On March 1, 1385, Harpeden was appointed seneschal of Aquitaine 
(Carte, Gascon Rolls, i. 173), in which post he remained until shortly before 
his death in 1390 in England. An inquisition of that year shows him to 
have been lord of the manor of Rame in Cornwall, and to have had a son of 
full age who was then fighting for the French. Rame, though leased to a 
certain Stephen Durneforde, was seized by Edward de Courtenay, earl of 
Devon (Chancery Inqutsitions: Miscellaneous, File 253). For other facts 
see Froissart, ed. Luce, viii. p. xlix ; ed. Lettenhove, xxi. 526, who, however, 
confuses the father and the son. For the duke of Brittany see Froissart, 
ed. Luce, ix. xliii. 

P. 116, 1. 35, fusst ordetgnec ge les duc de Bretaigne. The same expedition 
is described by Walsingham, i. 343, 364, without the details here given about 
the muster. According to Walsingham the object of the English was to 
surprise the Spanish fleet at Sluys. The fleet left London on October 20, 
reached Brest January 9, 1378, and returned to Southampton on January 25 
(Froissart, ix. xliii, who has here collected details from the Issue Rolls). On 
April 5, 1378, de Montfort ceded Brest to the English for the duration of 
the war, and they were henceforth constantly employed in revictualling it 
(Foedera, iv. 34, 35 (O. vii. 190-92]). 

The ‘novelle abbaye’ was the Cistercian house of St. Mary Grace or 
Eastminster, founded in 1350 “in novo cimiterio sancte Trinitatis iuxta 
turrim nostram London ”’ (Federa, iii. 194; cf. C.P.R., 1348-50, 560; Stow, 
Survey, ed. Kingsford, i. 124). 

‘Rouge Clyffe’ is Ratcliffe, ““a manor and hamlet in the parish of Stepney” 
(Wheatley and Cunningham, London Past and Present, iii. 149). Grene is 
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perhaps Richard de Grene, knight (C.P.R., 1374-77, 204; 1377-81, 536). 
Cornewaille is perhaps Brian de Cornewaille. 

P. 117, 1. 18, Hugh de Calverley. An independent and somewhat different 
version of Calveley’s exploits is in Walsingham (i. 344, 366, 37 , He differs 
from the Anonimalle chronicler in attributing the raid upon Etaples to the 
year 1378; but agrees in relating the plundering of Boulogne (“ vient a une 
haven’, etc.) under the year 1377. According to Walsingham the number 
of ships taken at Boulogne was 26, together with a barge called The Boulogne. 
He also mentions twice (viz. 344 (1377), 372 (1378)) the recapture of the 
castle of Merk, “‘ quo non posset esse locus magis infestus Calesie’, which is 
not mentioned by the York chronicler. 

P. 119, 1. 34, monsire Johan Neville. John de Neville was appointed 
seneschal of Gascony and lieutenant in Aquitaine, June 10, 1378 (Federa, iv. 
43). According to Froissart the reinforcements he was taking to Bordeaux 
(1000 men-at-arms and 2000 archers) were to be sent to the assistance of 
the king of Navarre in accordance with the Anglo-Navarrese treaty. He was, 
however, delayed for four months at Plymouth, all the larger vessels available 
being employed by the duke of Lancaster. Froissart and the Anonimalle 
chronicler both give September 8 as the date of his arrival at Bordeaux 
(Froissart, ix., xlix, liii). 

The successful raid of the men of Bordeaux is not mentioned by Walsingham 
or Froissart. They are equally silent regarding the six wine ships, two of 
which were commandeered by John of Gaunt ; but this incident is confirmed 
by the fact that John of Gaunt was on his way to Britanny to make his 
disastrous attack upon St. Malo when he encountered them (August 1378 ; 
Walsingham, i. 374). Most valuable information on all the campaigns in 
Gascony at this time is to be derived from the vouchers of Richard Rotour, 
the constable of Bordeaux (Hzchequer Accounts, 181/1). The council at 
Bordeaux had been seriously alarmed for the safety of the town immediately 
after the battle of Eymet (September 1, 1377; above, p. 116), in which Sir 
Thomas Felton was captured. On September 19 they wrote to the constable 
that the town “au present est sanz chief et governour et est en tres grant 
peril’, and ordered him “sur pein destre cause de la perdiccion de la dite 
ville” to pay the mayor, jurats and commonalty nearly £5000 for defending 
the town. Further payments were made to them in the following year to 
organise their own defences against the duke of Anjou (see Froissart, ix., 
chap. iv., where Luce has made considerable use of these documents). 

P. 120, 1. 27, Uwayn od rouge mayne. I.e. Owen Lawgoch (Sir Owen ap 
Thomas ap Rhodri), a grand-nephew of the last independent Prince of Wales 
and a hero of modern Welsh folklore (Rhys, The Welsh People, 343, 593-4 ; 
Tout, Polstical History, 1216-1377, 414). The identity of this Welsh pretender 
(Record of Carnarvon, 133) with the Owen of Wales so often mentioned in 
Froissart was finally established by Mr. Edward Owen, who has worked out 
his history in great detail (Y Cymmrodor, 1899-1900). No other English 
chronicle mentions Owen, but the peculiar interest of the present entry 
consists in the mention of his death (elaborately described by Froissart, ix. 1), 
coupled with his purely Welsh name, Lawgoch. It thus confirms in a con- 
clusive way Mr. Owen’s thesis. 
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Owen Lawgoch was murdered, apparently before September 20, 1378, 
by a certain John Lamb, ‘an esquire from Scotland’; and the crime was 
committed with the approval, if not at the instigation, of the English authorities, 
who freely rewarded the murderer. 

P. 120, 1. 33, le sire de Neville . . . prist soun viage. The account of 
Nevill’s campaign and the raising of the siege of Mortagne should be com- 
pared with the fuller narrative of Froissart (ix. liv), to which, however, the 
present narrative adds something. 

William de Thirkeld, William de Hilton and John (not Hugh) Heron all 
received protections in June 1378, going to Gascony in Neville’s train 
(Fadera, iv. 42, 43). The ‘chevaler de Soudyk’ was the syndic of Latrau, 
who was in command at Mortaigne. The ‘chastelle de Lambert’ was 
St. Lambert (Gironde, canton de Pauillac). 

P. 122, 1. 20, une sergeaunt ... qe futst segrestane. See Armytage 
Robinson, ‘An Unrecognised Westminster Chronicler”’ (Proc. of the Brit. Acad. 
1907-8, 61-92), where the story is investigated from the Westminster archives, 
and some interesting documehts are printed about the rival negotiations at 
Rome. The author, arguing from the silence of the Westminster records, decided 
that the story of the death of the abbey’s servant (mentioned by Walsingham 
as well as by the York chronicle) was a myth; but he has overlooked the 
petition from the abbot and convent of Westminster to the parliament of 
Gloucester explicitly referring to the sacristan’s death, and another reference 
to it in the archbishop of Cantcrbury’s speech (Rot. Parl. iii. 50; 37 “‘ persone 
qe estoit propre famuler et servant de mesme leglise ’’). 

P. 122, 1. 34, tange a le fest de Nowelle. The detailed account of the 
Westminster sacrilege, though in general agreement with other sources, 
shows no certain trace of borrowing from any of them. The compiler makes 
at least two mistakes. He has failed to grasp that the count of Denia 
having returned to Spain, it was his son who was in England ; and he states— 
apparently incorrectly—that the Abbey church remained polluted until 
Christmas, instead of December 8 (Armitage Robinson, Proc. of the Britssh 
Academy, 1907-8, 63, quoting a Westminster record). It is worth noting 
that his account of the sacrilege and of the proceedings at the Gloucester 
parliament contains neither direct charges nor insinuations against John of 
Gaunt, in marked contrast to the St. Albans version of the story. 

The description of the Gloucester parliament is particularly valuable. 
The writer explicitly mentions Wycliffe’s presence there, for which hitherto we 
have only had the direct statement of Malvern (Polychronicon, viii. 398) 
and the indirect evidence of the Rolls of Parliament (iii. 37). We learn 
for the first time that Wycliffe addressed the Commons in the Chapter House ; 
the Parliament Roll is naturally silent on this point, and mentions only the 
appearance in the Parliament of “‘ doctors in theology, canon and civil law, 
and the other clerks on the king’s behalf’’. The speech attributed to the 
abbot of Westminster (also before the Commons) is indirectly confirmed by 
a Westminster record which says, “ This same abbot (Lytlington) in the 
great parliament held at Gloucester . . . carried himself well for the defence 
of the privileges of Westminster, namely in the matter of the death of Robert 
Hauley ” (Armytage Robinson, op. cit. 3). The Anonimalle writer states 
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that the king and council (throughout he speaks as though the king were 
grown up) were angry because the abbot spoke to the commons. Of the 
real questions at issue in the dispute about sanctuary the best account is 
that of the Hulogsum (iii. 345). 

The other proceedings of the parliament chiefly concerned the papal 
schism. Both popes sent envoys to Gloucester (Hulogium, iii. 346 ; Chronicon 
Anglie, 212), and the chronicler summarises (above, p. 119) the grounds upon 
which the archbishop decided in favour of Urban. 

The reference to the statutes camerales (p. 124) is obscure. The St. Albans 
chroniclers praise John of Gaunt for dropping his (supposed) schemes against 
the church and conciliating the archbishop and his suffragans. The con- 
tention of the latter as to the sanctuary question was not entirely accepted, 
but the statute ultimately passed seems to have been regarded by Churchmen 
as not unfair. Jt was not passed at Gloucester, but at Westminster in the 
spring of 1379, and unless with Stubbs we regard that as a second session 
of the Gloucester parliament, does not seem to be what is referred to, especially 
as something less than a regular parliamentary statute is implied by camerales. 

P. 124, 1]. 26, la quart pestilence a Everwyk. The ‘fourth pestilence in 
the north country’ having already been mentioned under the year 1375 
(above, p. 79; cf. Walsingham, i. 319), this must have been the fifth, unless 
we are to assume that York was not visited by the pestilence of 1375. This 
fifth visitation is also mentioned by Walsingham (i. 409) under the year 1379. 
Walsingham does not bear out the statement that it was specially fatal to 
children, but this was a stock remark with the York writer and is applied to 
both the second and third pestilences (pp. 50, 58). See above, p. 173. 

P. 124, 1. 30, viendrent trots cardinales. The return of the three rebel 
cardinals to Urban is perhaps an exaggeration of the attitude of the cardinal 
Orsini, and of the cardinals of Florence and Milan, who had supported 
Clement after a fashion, but wished to refer the question to a council. See 
Valois, Grand Schtisme, esp. i. 321. 

P. 124, 1. 36, Philip de Pykeworth. The following petition of Philip de 
Pickworth survives : 


A nostre tresexcellent et tresredoute seignur le Roi supplie humblement vostre 
simple bachiler Philipp de Picworth qe de vostre noble grace luy voillez ottroier 
licence daler outre mere en pele[rijnage car il ad avowe long tenps passe, et auxi 
de vostre grace gil puisse avoir vos gracieuses lettres patentz pur declaracion de 
son petit estate qil puiese moustrer qil ad honest congie come vostre loial lige, 
et pur soun long service ascune reward pur ses despenses considere les grauntz 
perdes et adversitez qil ad soffert pur les guerres et pur soun desheritement, et 
cest vous supplie en over de charite (P.R.O., Ancient Petitions, 9785). 


It would seem natural to attribute this petition to 1377 or 1378, but 
according to Froissart (ix. 140) Pickworth was fighting in Normandy in 
July 1379. He was certainly in England in 1381 (C.CI.R., 1381-85, 79). 
In 1394, too, he had a grant of 20 li. a year at the Exchequer, which may 
well have been connected with this petition (C.P.R., 1391-96, 492; cf. 
C.P.R., 1385-89, 128, from which it appears that he was in England in 1386). 
The indirect evidence of the above petition is the only confirmation I have 
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found of the chronicler’s assertion that Pickworth entered the service of the 
Pope. Temple-Leader and Marcotti’s Str John Hawkwood, which tells the 
story of the English soldiers of fortune in Italy at this time, does not mention 
him. 

P. 125, 1. 9, le chastelle de Berwyk. The operations which centred round 
the capture of Berwick castle are fully described by Froissart (ix. xxviii). 
The best English account is that of Walsingham, who is in substantial agree- 
ment with the Anonimalle chronicler, though certainly independent. 

Walsingham (i. 387) gives as the date of the capture of Berwick 
Thursday, November 25, 1378. He speaks of forty-eight Scots as being put 
to death after the recapture by Percy, and duly mentions the one man 
saved, who was, according to Froissart, Alexander de Ramsey. He does 
not mention John Lovell, Thomas Banastre, or William Bisset. I have 
found no confirmation of the appointment of the last-named as captain, 
though Froissart says that a John Biset who had been captain of the town 
was made guardian of the castle after its recapture by Percy. The man 
in question was, however, clearly William Biset (Bain, Calendar, iv. 251), 
and it is possible that’ he held the position for six months, as Sir Thomas 
de Ildretone and Sir John Heron the son undertook the ward of the castle 
on May 24, 1379 (Bain, op. cit., iv. 61). Fordun (Scotichrontcon Con- 
tinuatio, ii. 391, cap. xliii.) agrees with Walsingham as to the date, “a little 
before the feast of St. Andrew’, and attributes the capture to ‘ septem 
valentes vernaculae Marchiae’’, six of whom he mentions by name. 

P. 127, 1. 1, une substde st mervatllous. The chronicler has transcribed 
word for word the official lists of the graduated poll tax of 1379, of which 
copies would normally be circulated at the time. See Rot. Parl. iii. 58, 9 ; 
and for the clerical grant, Wilkins, Concilta, iii. 141. 

The returns of this tax have not, as Stubbs says (Const. Hist. ii. 468), 
survived, though those of 1377 and 1380 are both extant. Cf. above, 
Introduction, p. xxxv. 

P. 129, 1. 7, monsire Johan de Harlestoun. Walsingham (i. 390) mentions 
that Harleston succeeded Robert Rous as captain of Cherbourg, and describes 
this raid at length (397-99). Froissart, by whom the skirmish is also described, 
is in agreement with the Anonimalle chronicler as to the date (July 4, 1379), 
and adds that the most distinguished of the French prisoners was William 
des Bordes (ix. Ixviii, n. 4; ed. Lettenhove, ix. 518, Harleston keeper of 
the town and castle as early as December 3, 1378). The encounter took 
place between Montebourg and Cherbourg. Both Walsingham and the 
York chronicler patriotically credit the English with taking the offensive. 
In reality they were surprised by the French, compelled to fight, and as a 
result of their victory returned with difficulty to Cherbourg. The contrast 
between the pseudo-classical, rhetorical narrative of Walsingham and the 
‘ Froissartian ’ manner of the Anonimalle chronicler is equally noticeable in 
the other French entries common to the two. + 

P. 130, 1. 10, le count de Salesbury. Salisbury succeeded Hugh Calveley 
on February 2, 1379 (Carte, Rolles Gascons, ii. 128). The story of this raid 
seems to be preserved by the Anonimalle chronicler alone. It is not in 
Froissart, while Walsingham merely tells ts that Salisbury “non modicum 
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post adventum suum, praedas egit infra Galliam, et instauravit Calesiam de 
non parva multitudine diversi generis animalium et jumentorum ”’ (i. 390). 

_ P. 132, 1. 7, succurere le duc de Bretayne. The correct date is 1380 
(Froissart, ix. xcix; x. i). All English accounte are inadequate, though 
Walsingham (i. 434) seems to have received his information at first hand from 
John Philpot. The chronicler’s verdict—‘ repayrere en Engleterre saunz 
notable exploit ’’—is nearer to the mark than that of Walsingham, who is 
obviously influenced by a desire to approve an expedition with which Philpot 
was connected. 

P. 134, 1. 7, certeins commissiones pur enquerre. The date of these com- 
missions was March 16 (Oman, Great Revolt, 183, where the writ is printed 
in full). The chronicler’s story does not really begin until more than two 
months later, when John Bampton (not Thomas, as the chronicler says) went 
down to Brentwood and thereby precipitated that outbreak on May 30 
which was the beginning of the revolt (Hssex Archeological Soc. Trans., 
New Series, i. 218, 9). The great lord to whom Bampton was steward was 
perhaps Alan de Buxhall, lieutenant of the Tower (C.P.R., 1377-81, 541). 
It is worth noting that the well-informed Westminster chronicler (Poly- 
chronicon, ix. 6) also states that the revolt began at Brentwood and the 
neighbouring villages. The account of the risings at Fobbing, Corringham 
and Stanford, which follows (though confirmed to some slight extent by the 
Eulogium (iii. 351) and Walsingham (i. 454)) is not found elsewhere, and is 
at variance with Stubbs’ view (ii. 478) that the revolt broke out at Dartford 
on June 5. The Anonimalle writer's version has, however, gained general 
acceptance, being supported by the evidence quoted above, by official 
documents (Réville, App. ii. 226, 7) and by the fact that in subsequent 
pardons the duration of the revolt is said to have been May 1 to November 1. 
Thomas Baker of Fobbing was apparently the leader of the original outbreak. 
A few days later, various Londoners, including Thomas Faringdon, seem to 
have traversed the country, stirring up the countryside (Réville, lxxii. 204). 

The account of the rising of the commons (beg. “ mesme celle an”, p. 134, 
and ending, ‘‘ malveys guerre”, p. 151) has been printed in the E.H.R., 
vol. xiii. 509-22, from Thynne’s transcript. If the present text be collated 
with that of Mr. Trevelyan, it will be found that while Thynne entirely 
ignored the spelling of his original his transcript is a faithful one. In most 
cases the difficulties that arise are due to his Tudor spelling. Of positive 
errors the worst are ‘John Wrawe’ for ‘John Ball’ (below, p. 140), 
‘ Sutheren’ for ‘ Sutheray’ (p. 141), which has caused some confusion, 
‘sire William de Appleton grant Justiciare’ for ‘frer William de Appleton 
grant fisciciane’ (p. 145, he was a friar minor), ‘ Hall’ for ‘Sall’ (p. 151), 
and ‘plaudes des comons’ for ‘xl. miles des comunes’ (p. 147). In 
addition, he left out a few conjunctions and pronouns, wrote one or two 
words twice, and occasionally spelt words so eccentrically, e.g. ‘ sivelment’ 
for ‘swelment’ (seulement), as to cause difficulty. He also omitted one 
short passage (p. 135) describing the burning of the Hospitallers’ manor in 
Essex (Cressing Temple). | 

Full use having been made of this portion of the chronicle in existing 
works, and full justice done to the large number of fresh facts which it 
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supplies, it has not been thought necessary in the following notes to do much 
more than correct the very imperfect chronology, undoubtedly its weakest 
feature. It should of course be read in conjunction with Reville’s Le 
Soulévement des travailleurs d Angleterre en 1381, Mr. Trevelyan’s England in 
the Age of Wicliffe, and Sir Chas. Oman’s Great Revolt of 1881. The documents 
printed at the end of the first of these, which was printed before the discovery 
of Thynne’s transcript, confirm in a remarkable way a great deal of the 
new evidence of the chronicle. 

P. 135, 1. 29, le haut meastre del hospital. This was Sir Robert Hales, 
the treasurer, who was afterwards murdered. The ‘tresdelitable manoir’ 
was perhaps the Hospitallers’ commandery of Cressing Temple (co. Essex), 
where the Hospitallers certainly celebrated their chapter in 1384 (Hope, 
History of the London Charterhouse, 23). It was sacked on June 10 by a party 
led by Thomas Faringdon, who seems to have been a Londoner and a man 
of superior position. The account of the burning of this place was omitted 
by Thynne from his transcript and now appears for the first time. There is 
evidence of attacks on the property of the Hospitallers elsewhere (Reville, 
204, 252; C.P.R., 1381-85, 76). 

P. 137, 1. 3, al chastelle de Rouchestre. The attack on Rochester took 
place on June 6; the name of the serf was Robert Belling (Réville, 187). 

The chronology is weak at this point. The sequence seems to have 
been—June 5, Dartford (Arch. Kant. iii. 90; C.P.R., 1381-85, 409); June 6, 
Rochester ; June 7, Maidstone (C.P.R., 1381-85, sbid.). 

P. 137, 1. 15, viendrent a Caunterbury. The valuable details about the 
peasants doings at Canterbury (June 10) are not found elsewhere, though 
they are generally confirmed from other sources (Arch. Kant. iii. 73, 4; Rot. 
Parl. iii. 103). 

It is interesting to note that John Ball, who calls himself ‘‘ sometime 
St. Mary’s priest of York, but now of Colchester’’ (Chron. Angl. 322) has 
been supposed to have been a monk of St. Mary’s Abbey, though he was 
more probably a secular priest (Oman, Great Revolt, 43). 

For Thomas of Haselden see C.P.R., 1381-85, 76. His estates were not 
in Kent but in Hertford, Essex and Cambridgeshire, and he had a house 
outside Cambridge (Rot. Parl. iii. 108). He was controller of the household 
of John of Gaunt. 

P. 139, 1. 10, remowa tange al Grenwych. The peasant army seems to have 
left Canterbury on Tuesday morning and arrived at Blackheath on the 
Wednesday evening, the twelfth. They marched via Maidstone, covering 
upwards of 70 miles in the two days. 

That the king made a voyage down the river to Greenwich to face them 
the same evening, as the chronicler says, is, even on his own showing, most 
unlikely. For he states (p. 138) that the king sent a message to the commons 
that he would willingly meet them on the Thursday morning, and on p. 140 
adds that the king returned from Greenwich at the hour of tierce. Walsingham 
(i. 456) even implies that the journey was never undertaken, but it is fairly 
clear that it took place, as described by the chronicler, on the Thursday 
morning. Froissart (x. 106) definitely attributes the interview to the 
Thursday morning, and it is further attested by the Hulogium (iii. 352) and 
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the moak of Evesham (Vita Ricards, 25). The attacks on the Marshalsea 
prison at Southwark and on Lambeth, attributed to Wednesday by the 
chronicler, must also have occurred on the following day. 

P. 139, 1. 17, des queux xtits sount evesges. The text is corrupt here. 
Perhaps the scribe has inadvertently repeated the ‘x’ of ‘xv autres 
seignurs ’’, but even so Sir Robert Hales must be counted as a bishop. It 
is worth noting, though perhaps a mere coincidence, that fourteen bishops 
are stated by the chronicler (p. 79) to have attended the Good Parliament. 

The description of Fordham as ‘elect of Durham’ does not really give 
any clue to the date of the composition of the chronicle. Fordham was 
provided to the bishopric on September 9, 1381; he received the temporalities 
in October and was consecrated on January 5, 1382. Probably the chronicler 
was aware that his predecessor had died in May. The reference to the 
execution of John Wrawe proves that the account of the rising was written 
after June 1382 (Kriehn, American Hist. Rev. vii. 267). 

In the unnamed knight who warned the king of the danger of going out 
to meet the rebels we have a confused version of the story told by Froissart 
(x. 106) of Sir John Newton. 

P. 140, 1. 19, Johan de Imworth. A number of inaccuracies occur at this 
point. Imworth’s Christian name was Richard, not John. Lambeth was 
sacked in all probability on Thursday, not on Wednesday, and was doubtless 
the work of the Kentish bands and not of the men of Essex, who had not 
got so far west. Highbury, again, was burnt on Friday, not on Thursday 
(Réville, Ixxxvi. 195). Sir John Butterwick’s house was also burnt on 
Friday, not Thursday (Réville, 210). 

For an account of the treachery which betrayed London Bridge, of which 
the chronicler knows nothing, see Réville, 194. 

P. 142, 1. 22, Rogier e#. There is an illuminating entry about this 
man on the Close Roll of 1375. It is the memorandum of a ‘loud complaint’ 
before the Council of the clerks of the Chancery, the apprentices of the 
king’s court and others that he had hidden “ engines of iron called caltrappes 
upon a dike by him newly raised in Fikettesfield by the bishop of Chichester’s 
inn’’, where they used to have their sport and play their common games. 
These ‘caltrappes’ were shown to the Council in the Chapter-house of the 
Friars Preachers. As a result Leget bad been imprisoned for a long while, 
but was released in 1375 (C.C.R., 1374-77, 210). Leget was thus one of the 
special victims of the London mob... For the burning of his house, which 
was in the parish of St. Andrew’s, Holborn, see Réville, 202, 3. 

P. 144, 1. 30, Wat Teghler. For Wat Tyler see Oman, Great Revolt, p. 35. 
No other chronicler supports the statement that Tyler was present at the 
Mile End meeting, and this, together with the silence of the sheriff's report 
(Réville, 195), seems conclusive against it. Thomas Faringdon appears to 
have been the spokesman. It is also highly improbable that either Bucking- 
ham or the king’s mother was present. Other chroniclers do not mention 
Buckingham in connection with the rising until the rout at Billericay on 
June 28 (Walsingham, ii. 17; cf. C.P.R., 1381-85, 23). That the Queen 
mother was there is improbable and has Walsingham’s authority against 
it (i. 459). 
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P. 146, 1. 4, le roy fist le count de Arundell . . . chaunceller. Sudbury 
surrendered the great seal to the king at the Tower on Wednesday, the 
twelfth ; on Friday the king entrusted it temporarily to Arundel at the Great 
Wardrobe (the chronicler aptly says he was made chancellor ‘ for the day ”) ; 
on Sunday, the sixteenth, again at the Wardrobe, it was transferred to Hugh 
de Segrave, steward of the Household, who re-delivered it to the king at 
Reading Abbey on Saturday the tenth of August. The same day it was 
entrusted to William Courtenay, the new chancellor (C.C.R., 1381-85, 84 ; 
cf. H.H.R. xxxi. 124-26, notes on the king’s itinerary during the revolt by 
Mr. W. H. B. Bird). 

P. 146, 1. 32, vensr a Smythfeld. The details of the Smithfield interview 
differ in all the chronicles. One is the more disposed to accept the Anonimalle 
chronicler’s account—perhaps the finest literary passage in the whole work— 
owing to his accurate description of the king’s visit to Westminster, which 
immediately preceded it. The chronicler makes the king’s visit coincide in 
point of time with the murder of Richard Imworth. This is confirmed in 
a remarkable way by a document in Réville (p. 212), which says that Imworth 
was seized in the presence of the king himself. 

It may be noted that while the Anonimalle writer says that Walworth 
was sent to summon Tyler to the king, Walsingham (i. 465) states that Sir 
John Newton (who was constable of Rochester Castle and according to 
Froissart had been compelled by the peasants to accompany them for some 
time) was sent. Walsingham seems to confuse Newton with the Kentish 
equire mentioned by the Anonimalle writer, Polychronicon (ix. 5, “‘ aliusque 
armiger qui affuerat”’) and Knighton (ii. 137), and identified by the last- 
named with Ralph Standysh, whom the king certainly knighted after the 
episode. 

For the Law of Winchester see V. C. H., Hants., v. 44. It substituted 
the mutilation and blinding of felons for common hanging, and was a coveted 
privilege in early borough charters. 

The hour ‘ vii. del knolle’ was the seventh canonical hour, #.e. 1 p.m. 
(American Hist. Rev. vii. 279). 

P. 150, 1.14, William Wyghmane. ‘Grant for life, to the king’s servant, 
William Wyghtman, in the office of spigurnel of Chancery, of 6d. daily from 
the issues of the Hanaper, for his service in repelling certain commons of the 
realm lately in insurrection at Huntingdon’ (C.P.R., 1381-85, 120; May 
22, 1382). 

P. 154, 1. 1, entour le . . . fest de la Magdelene. The chronicler’s account 
of the duke’s sojourn in and return from Scotland should be compared with 
the narrative in Armytage Smith, John of Gaunt, 250 seg. It adds a number 
of new details, such as the name of Walter Ursewyk, a well-tried retainer 
of the duke. The interesting particulars of the journey from Northallerton 
to Pontefract supplement the itinerary of the Register, which, so far as it 
goes, supports the date (Saturday the 20th) of the encounter at Wetherby, 
on the road from Boroughbridge to Pontefract. 

Mr. Armytage Smith contemptuously dismisses the story of John of 
Gaunt’s resolve to give up Katherine Swynford. But it is worth observing 
that the story is in Knighton as well as in Walsingham. The York chronicler 
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is another witness, and he strengthens the story by his graphic account of 
the duke’s public meeting with his wife on his return. This last incident 
the writer may well have either seen or heard about at the time. 

P. 154, 1. 29, futst pronuncte par le chaunceller. After the loss of a leaf, 
the narrative is resumed on f. 353, in the middle of a sentence describing 
the opening of the parliament, which met November 4, 1381. The chronicler 
is well acquainted with the normal procedure on the meeting of parliament. 
He is, however, guilty of inaccuracy concerning dates, the chancellor’s speech 
and the arrangements for receiving petitions not having been made until 
Saturday, November 9. Wednesday, Thursday and Friday (t.e. the 6th-8th) 
were, as he says, taken up with the quarrel between Lancaster and Percy 
(Rot. Parl. iii. 98). This was a matter for the king and the lords: the commons 
took no part. For the details of the settlement see Armytage Smith, John 
of Gaunt, 256-58. The form of Percy’s apology given by the chronicler is 
sufficiently close to the official text, preserved in John of Gaunt’s Register, 
to suggest that he had a copy by him as he wrote. The account of the 
quarrel given in the Chronicon Anglie (p. 330) is characteristically unfair to 
John of Gaunt and does not even mention Percy’s apology. 

For the defences of London at this time see R. Sharpe, Calendar of 
Letter-book H, 171 et seqq. 

For Lancaster’s care for the memory of his first wife, Blanche, who was 
buried in St. Paul’s, see Armytage Smith, op. ctf. 77. The ceremony here 
referred to was an additional celebration, the anniversary of her death being 
September 12.
